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A n unprecedented number of candidates 
are running for the San Francisco De¬ 
mocratic County Central Committee 
(SFDCCC) this year, including many 
more queer candidates than in previous years. 

While recognized as an obscure race, it is im¬ 
portant to keep in mind that being elected to a 
county central committee of a political party is 
the first step, the bottom rung of the ladder so to 
speak, for higher office and other political ac¬ 
tivities. Some central committee members, such 
as San Francisco Assemblywoman Cardie 
Migden, have gone on to powerful positions in 
state government; others continue to work at ; 


the grassroots level to ensure that the voices of 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and transgenders are 
heard by party officials. 

The race oh the Democratic side in San Fran¬ 
cisco has taken on all the trappings of the bigger 
campaigns, with some candidates printing up 
flyers and holding fundraising events for the 
first time in recent memory. 

There are also gay Republicans running for 
seats on that party’s central committee in San 
Francisco. Over in the East Bay, two openly gay 
people are running for seats on the Democratic 
County Central Committee for the 16th Assem-

I’m a renter - but I don’t have a home right now because San Francisco’s rent 
control law made it possible for my roommate to lock me out of my apartment. 
It’s just not right. Here’s my story. 

I have AIDS. My T-cell count is zero. I need to take my medication every day. 
But for over a week, I’ve been without it because my roommate changed the 
locks on my apartment and is holding my belongings hostage inside. 

For the past three years, I’ve rented a three-bedroom apartment in the Castro. 
Because my illness has made it difficult for me to work, I brought in two 
roommates to help make ends meet. 

A few weeks ago, I came back from a trip to find that one of my roommates 
had thrown the other one out and moved in a friend of his instead. When I 
confronted him and asked him to leave, he changed the locks on my apartment 
and used the City’s rent control law to get a Temporary Restraining Order to 
keep me out of my own apartment. 

My landlord supports me, but he says there’s nothing he can do to help 
under the current law. Proposition E isn’t just to protect homeowners; it will 
also keep renters like me - and maybe you too - from being victimized by 
malicious roommates. I urge you to vote Yes on Proposition E.

Politics undermines

S an Francisco’s famous Cannabis Healing Center (CHC) at 
1444 Market Street is shut down, locked up, finished, 
kaput, with her last sigh breathed and the wind gone out 
of her sails. She was put out of commission on Memori¬ 
al Day 1998 by Attorney General Dan Lungren, who is now running 
in the Republican gubernatorial primary against Dennis Peron, the 
founder of the original medical marijuana club on the site. 

San Francisco Sheriff Michael Hennessey and his deputies re¬ 
luctantly raided the establishment Monday, May 25 at 6 a.m. They 
gently escorted its few sleepy tenants outside, changed the locks, 
and permanently closed what had once been a happy place for 
peaceful pot-smoking patients. 

Superior Court Judge William Cahill had issued the order forc¬ 
ing Hennessey’s hand, but it was personal and political rivalries that 
led to the former Cannabis Buyers Club’s downfall. In its final iter¬ 
ation, the CHC was ostensibly operated under the benign leader¬ 
ship of 79-year-old Hazel Rodgers, but it was widely accepted in 
the community that the place was still the special enclave of Peron 
and his band of merry-making potheads. That enraged the conser¬ 
vative and avowedly Roman Catholic Lungren, who publicly fumed 
at the ragged, irreverent outcasts openly mocking his authority. 
The CHC’s forced closure raises several legal, ethical, and prac- 
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Smoke out: Sheriff's deputies close down the Cannabis Healing Center in the early morning hours of Memorial Day.

Benefit for Oregon 
group to mark 
former supe’s BDth

W hen former San Francisco Supervisor 
Harry Britt turns 60 next week, he will use 
the occasion to help out an old friend, 
former aide and open lesbian Jean Harris, 
who’s battling the right wing up in Oregon. A who’s who 
among the city’s gay leaders and supporters will be on 
hand Thursday, June 4 at Delancey Street to sing “Happy 
Birthday” to Britt and help raise money for Harris’s 
group, Basic Rights Oregon (BRO). 

Proceeds will help the advocacy group fight for the 
Fair Workplace Project, a BRO program that promotes 
basic rights in the workplace, and fight against the Ore¬ 
gon Citizens Alliance (OCA) and the Christian Coali¬ 
tion’s anti-gay ballot measure. If passed, the OCA- 
sposored “Family Act” on the November ballot would go 
beyond banning same-sex marriages. It would prohibit 
public agencies from offering benefits to same-sex part¬ 
ners and prevent the state from passing employment 
nondiscrimination acts, to name just a few things. 

This situation for gays and lesbians in Oregon is al¬ 
ready worse than in California. Harris said that it’s still 
legal to fire people from jobs because of their sexual ori¬ 
entation, and the right wing is waging an ongoing battle 
against queer rights. 

“Oregon’s been fighting anti-gay ballot measures since 
1988,” said Harris, who worked for Britt for six years 
when he was a supervisor and also for former Mayor 
Frank Jordan and former Health Director Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez. “We need to raise $2.5 million to fight an ini¬ 
tiative on the November ballot.” She acknowledged that it 
is a lot of money, especially when BRO is a small non¬ 
profit that operates on an annual budget of $300,000. 
Harris has been spending the bulk of her time racking up 
frequent flyer miles as she visits her contacts in cities up

and down the coast to raise funds. 

Even if people can’t attend next week’s fundraiser, 
Britt encourages them to consider donating to BRO. But 
if they can come to the party, they should. “It should be 
educational and fun,” Britt said. “It’s not about me, it’s 
about the 1980s and what we were able to accomplish.” 

Britt, who served on the board from January 1979 
until January 1993, told the B.A.R. that Harris is not a 
person who easily takes no for an answer. “Jean had a lot 
to do with our ability to build lesbian and gay power in 
town in the 1980s,” said Britt. “Now, she’s taking that back 
to Oregon, where religious fanatics can still make life dif¬ 
ficult for queers.” ▼

Fundies jump on 
ASO salary bandwagon

he conservative Family Re¬ 
search Council (FRC) has 
jumped on the bandwagon 
of San Francisco AIDS activist 
Michael Petrelis, who has been 
deriding the high salaries paid to 
executive directors of AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations (ASO) here 
and across the country. 

While Petrelis said he is “un¬ 
comfortable” with this latest in¬ 
trusion by the Christian right into 
the AIDS community, he 
nonetheless defended his actions, 
saying that Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers have failed to return his re¬ 
peated calls for accountability. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation (SFAF) this week blasted 
Petrelis and his actions, saying he 
has just added to the jobs of those 
lobbying Congress on huge ap¬ 
propriations bills over the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) and Ryan White CARE 
Act funding. While lobbyists and 
public policy departments of 
ASOs are working to educate 
Congressional members around 
AIDS housing, treatment, and 
prevention issues, they now have 
to fight off the right wing that Pe¬ 
trelis has seemingly embraced. 

“Advocates feel completely un¬ 
dermined,” said Derek Gordon, 
SFAF communications director. 
“That he [Petrelis] has gone to the 
FRC just shows how crazy he is.” 

On the sidelines, a member of 
the accountabilityproject.com, 
which posts ASO financial infor¬ 
mation on the world wide web, 
told the B.A.R. that he sees where 
Petrelis’s frustration has come 
from and has called on AIDS 
groups to “show us how they are 
helping” people living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Steven Schwalm, a senior 
writer and analyst for the Wash¬ 
ington D.C.-based FRC headed by 
right wing activist Gary Bauer, 
told the B.A.R. that the organiza¬ 
tion is in the process of trying to 
determine the extent of any al¬ 
leged fiscal abuse of federal AIDS 
funds, and will look to a legislative 
remedy. Schwalm said he met sev¬ 
eral weeks ago with Petrelis, who 
had gone to the FRC office to look 
at their Internal Revenue Service 
Form 990 tax returns. 

“For a long time we’ve called 
for changes in AIDS policies,” said 


Schwalm. The FRC is known, to 
oppose needle exchange. Schwalm 
said that his group plans to inves¬ 
tigate “the likely misuse of AIDS 
funds that Mr. Petrelis has 
brought to light.” He maintained 
that funds may be going to estab¬ 
lishment jobs and may be 
padding the pockets of lobbyists. 
Little of the funding, Schwalm 
said, is actually going to people 
living with HIV/AIDS. 

Gordon hotly disputed that 
claim. “When we have to go on and 
clean up the mess, it deflects from 
the work. We’re trying to educate 
people on [Capitol] Hill, and now 
we have to counter the damage 
Michael Petrelis has done,” Gor¬ 
don told the B.A.R. “This is not re¬ 
lated to HIV or AIDS, it’s about 
Michael Petrelis wanting to be in 
the headlines of the B.A.R.” 

He said the public criticism in 
San Francisco over SFAF’s high 
salaries is “purely focused on [Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Pat] Christen 
and not what other men” earn, 
and therefore, differs from what 
the FRC may be working on. 
“They’re using Michael Petrelis to 
go after the appropriations 
process,” Gordon said. 

Petrelis has been seeking to get 
publicity and has recently been 
successful in that regard, with sto¬ 
ries on wire services and in a local 
daily newspaper. Specifically, he’s 
been rallying around the issue of 
high salaries of executive direc¬ 
tors, like Christens at the SFAF. As 
reported in the May 21 issue of 
the Bay Area Reporter, Christen’s 
annual salary of $164,494 for 
1996-97 jumped by 10.5 percent 
over her salary for 1995-96, and 
male executives at SFAF also re¬ 
ceived double-digit increases. 
Current salaries are not known 
and SFAF refuses to release those 
figures until next year’s 990 forms 
are due, by which time they, too, 
will be out of date. 

As the B.A.R. has also reported, 
male executive directors at other 
large Bay Area ASOs are signifi¬ 
cantly less than the package Chris¬ 
ten receives. Robert Rybicki at 
Shanti earns $80,000 per year; in 
reporting on Project Open Hand 
last year, the B.A.R. learned Exec¬ 
utive Director Tom Nolan made 
$84,684 for the 1995-96 fiscal year. 

Reached Monday, May 25, Pe¬ 
trelis said the issue of salaries is 
not a new one. “This issue has 
been on the radar screen for two 


years. Where are groups like the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and People for the American Way? 
This didn’t just blow up. This 
issue has been on our agenda for 
quite some time,” he said. 

Gordon said that as an organi¬ 
zation, SFAF has opened up, par¬ 
ticularly since San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano started 
his effort to get “sunshine” into 
nonprofit agencies that contract 
with the city to provide services. 
A hearing over that proposal was 
held Wednesday, May 27 at the 
board’s Finance Committee. 

“Since this has become an issue 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate, we have 
been more aggressive over how to be 
at our board meetings and publiciz¬ 
ing our 990 forms. We have always 
been accountable,’’Gordon said. 

“If he [Petrelis] wants to raise 
the issue of executive compensa¬ 
tion, that’s great, but when he 
climbs into bed with the right 
wing, he’s exposing his motives.” 

Don Narbone, with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and the inde¬ 
pendently run accountabilitypro- 
ject.com website, said he sees 
where Petrelis is coming from and 
understands the fears AIDS ac¬ 
tivists have around any involve¬ 
ment the FRC may have planned. 

“Obviously, the right wing 
agenda is to cut money for [AIDS] 
services, facilitate confusion, and 
pit one group against another,” 
Narbone told the B.A.R. “The 
problem on our side is that lots of 
people are making money and are 
not necessarily interested in pro¬ 
viding services. They are scream¬ 
ing the loudest. You have to look 
at who’s doing most of the squeal¬ 
ing. We take no money from any¬ 
one and we’d like to see more 
money coming into the system.” 

Petrelis said of FRC’s planned 
involvement in the matter, “I 
think it is weird.” But he also 
pointed out that while the boards 
of directors of ASOs may have 
been convinced six-figure salaries 
are acceptable, they may not have 
planned for the fallout that has 
occurred, nor of the involvement 
by right wingers like Congress¬ 
man Tom Coburn (R-Oklahoma) 
and the FRC. 

According to Petrelis, he has 
been trying to get responses from 
Democrats, including California 
Senator Barbara Boxer and San 
Francisco Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi, to no avail. ▼

Fight over tenant/ 
landlord rights heats up

i| fierce election issue dispute 
has split San Francisco’s 
I lesbian and gay community 
over whether landlords of two- 
to-four-unit rental properties 
should be able to evict tenants at 
will. Each side accuses the other 
of distorting truths to make their 
case. 

Most visible on the one hand 
is openly gay supporter of “Rent 
Control Exemption” Proposition 
E, Jean-Paul Samaha, who de¬ 
clared in a ballot argument and 
subsequent interviews that rent 
controls on owner-occupied 
buildings with no more than four 
units are harming “the little peo¬ 
ple.” According to Samaha, those 
people include “seniors, single 
mother homeowners, tenants, 
people with disabilities and 
AIDS, and those least able to af¬ 
ford astronomical legal fees.” 

Samaha insists he and his 
lover, a Realtor, were harmed by 
tenants suing to prevent eviction, 
and says that the campaign for 
Prop E began in the gay and les¬ 
bian community with the forma¬ 
tion of the Gay and Lesbian 
Housing Alliance. 

On the other side are a variety 
of tenant advocates, AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, and politicians, including 
Queers Against Proposition E, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, and Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano. They 
contend that Proposition E fa¬ 
vors not the little people, but 
landlords, Realtors, and property 
developers. 

“Prop E fixes the law to take 
out of our homes city regulations 
that tell us who can and can’t live 
with us,” said Samaha, co-chair of 
Yes on E and the Coalition to 
Take Back Our Homes. “We’re 
restoring the rent-control law to 
the way it was prior to 1994, 
when owner-occupied homes in 
San Francisco were free of this 
type of regulation.” 

Tenant activist Tommi Avicoli 
Mecca, who adamantly opposes 
the measure, disagrees. “Propo¬ 
nents of Prop E, including Jean- 
Paul Samaha, have been trying to 
make this into a gay-rights issue,” 
he said. “They’re saying that if 
Prop E passes, queers in this 
town will be better off, because 
queer landlords will be able to 
evict people and control their 
own homes again. It’s all non¬ 
sense. Prop E will lead the way to 
converting four-unit apartment 
buildings, many of which are in 
the Castro, into condos. 

“The real gay issue in all this,” 
he continued, “is that a lot of 
queers will get evicted, a lot of 
folks like myself who don’t have 
big incomes, including a lot of 
people who work in the Castro 
but can’t afford to live there un¬ 
less they’re in a building under 
rent control.” 

‘Heartless’ ACT UP? 

On Tuesday, members of the 
AIDS activist group ACT 
UP/Golden Gate “zapped” Sama¬ 
ha by way of his domestic part¬ 
ner, James Nunemacher, who 
works as a Realtor with Vanguard 
Properties. The group went to 
Vanguard’s Market Street office 
to deliver a “Golden Urn” to 
Samaha and to say, in the words 
of member Stephen LeBlanc, 
“Mr. Samaha’s repeated claim 
that ending rent control is neces-

sary so that people with AIDS 
can live with caregivers is ludi¬ 
crous and outrageous. Samaha 
sold out people with AIDS and 
the gay community for $5,000. 
He richly deserves this Golden 
Urn for hastening the deaths of 
people with AIDS.” 

In response, Samaha termed 
ACT UP’s action “a heartless and 
a desperate tactic on their part. I 
have lost a lot of good friends to 
AIDS, and I even have their ashes 
in my home.” 

As for the $5,000 referred to 
by ACT UP, Samaha admitted he 
is being paid as a spokesperson 
for Yes on E, but denies any im¬ 
propriety in doing so. 

“Any campaign employs peo¬ 
ple,” he said, “and I cannot work 
for free. I took a leave of absence 
to do this.” He adds that contrary 
to assertions by Housing for All 
and ACT UP, he is not and never 
has been a Realtor or employee of 
Vanguard Properties (although 
his lover is both). Rather, he is “a 
public policy person with a his¬ 
tory of working on progressive 
gay and lesbian issues” who at 
one time served as a legislative 
aid to now-District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan. 

But no matter what Samaha’s 
vocation, said ACT UP, “He lied 
when he printed in the Voter 
Pamphlet that he and his lover 
were homeowners who lost 
thousands of dollars trying to 
evict a tenant.” In fact, what 
Samaha wrote was that Prop E 
proponents “will no longer toler¬ 
ate getting sued for choosing 
with whom to share our home! t 
... A nightmarish lawsuit which 
lasted over three years almost 
devastated the home I share with 
my domestic partner. We spent 
thousands of dollars in legal fees 
for depositions, motions, hear¬ 
ings, and continuances. We are 
the lucky ones. After all the legal 
bills were paid, we were able to 
keep our home.” 

“I stand by that statement,” 
said Samaha. “When my partner 
is sued, I’m also sued. We lived 
through it together. I saw lawyers 
making huge profits on the backs 
of little people, lawyers profess¬ 
ing to be helping tenants, when 
in fact tenants were suing tenants 
in the same building.” 

But in examining court docu¬ 
ments in the matter, it is clear 
Samaha’s partner, Nunemacher, 


was not sued by a tenant of his 
own home. Rather, he was sued 
in July, 1994 along with other Re¬ 
altors with Vanguard Properties, 
for helping a large group of joint 
home buyers (each holding less 
than a 25 percent stake in the 
property) structure a “tenancy- 
in-common agreement” that 
would allow them to evict the 
tenants of a Castro neighbor- 
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CityMutual

Andrea Shorter kicks 
off campaign for 
City College board

olitics is definitely in the air, 
and while ballots are about 
to be cast in the races this 
Tuesday, June 2, candidates that 
will face the electorate in Novem¬ 
ber are beginning their campaign 
kickoffs. Andrea Shorter, an open¬ 
ly lesbian African-American 
member of the San Francisco 
Community College District 
Board of Trustees, had her event 
on Wednesday, May 20. 

Shorter was appointed to her 
seat by Mayor Willie Brown in 
1996 and will face voters for the 
first time this fall. Her kickoff at 
the Bomani Gallery last week 
drew a full house of supporters: 
the mayor stopped by, as did Su¬ 
pervisors Mark Leno and Amos 
Brown, Treasurer Susan Leal, city 
school board member Dr. Juanita 
Owens, and just about all of 
Shorter’s colleagues on the college 
board. Also in attendance was San 
Francisco Assessor Doris Ward, 
one of those on the ballot this 
Tuesday running for reelection. 

Shorter is involved in juvenile 
justice issues and is the director of 
juvenile programs for the San 
Francisco office of the Center on 
Juvenile and Criminal Justice 
(CJCJ). She supervises the Deten¬ 
tion Diversion Advocacy Project, 
a multi-agency citywide collabo-

rative program serving youth like¬ 
ly to be detained. The program is 
nationally recognized as a model 
for diverting serious youthful of¬ 
fenders from likely incarceration 
to community-based alternatives. 

“I’m excited about the prospect 
of being on the community col¬ 
lege board,” Shorter said. “These 
are the most exciting times to be 
involved in the community college 
system. There are many challenges 
and I will continue trying links to 
make college more accessible.” 
Currently, there are 91,000 stu¬ 


dents served by the San Francisco 
Community College District. 

Shorter also hopes to work 
preparing City College for the 
21st Century, something that’s be¬ 
coming a buzzword among politi¬ 
cians as the century winds down. 
Shorter has been active in the gay 
community for a number of 
years; she serves on the board of 
directors for the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter (LYRIC) and belongs to the 
Harvey Milk and Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic clubs. Being involved 
with LYRIC has enabled Shorter 
to combine her commitment to 
youth and leadership develop¬ 
ment in the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. 

Shorter is the co-author of Out 
of Sight, Out of Mind: the Plight of 
Adolescent Girls in the Juvenile Jus¬ 
tice System. The report has been 
presented at several national con¬ 
ferences and served as the basis for 
a task force convened by the San 
Francisco Commission on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women. The report’s find¬ 
ings and recommendations were 
incorporated into the 1998 Mayor’s 
Juvenile Justice Action Plan and 
also appears in a textbook. 

A longtime activist in the De¬ 
mocratic Party, Shorter was elect¬ 
ed treasurer of the Lesbian and 
Gay Caucus of the California De¬ 
mocratic Party last year. SheJias 
been a state delegate since 1989. ▼

The highlight of the weekend 
will be the traditional annual gala 
anniversary dinner, to be held at 
the San Francisco Marriott this 
Saturday, May 30 at 6:30 p.m., 
with tickets starting at $125. 

Traditionally one of the com¬ 
munity’s largest dinners, roughly 
1,200 lesbians and friends are ex¬ 
pected to attend this year’s dinner, 
which will be emceed by Maria 
Cora. 

NCLR Executive Director Kate 
Kendell will deliver the keynote 
address. Kendell is an internation¬ 
ally recognized authority on les¬ 
bian legal and family issues. 

The dinner will honor three 
women who have made signifi¬ 
cant contributions to lesbian and 
gay rights. Colonel Grethe Cam- 
mermeyer will receive NCLR’s 
Community Commitment Award 
for her successful battle against 
discriminatory policies banning 
gay and lesbian service members. 
She achieved national attention 
from her book “Serving in Si¬ 
lence” and the subsequent award¬ 
winning television movie adapta¬ 
tion. Cammermeyer is currently a

candidate for the U.S. House of 
Representatives from her home 
state of Washington. 

The Founders Award will be 
presented to Roberta Achtenberg, 
for her service as former executive 
director of NCLR throughout the 
1980’s and as a pioneer in provid¬ 
ing legal services for lesbians. 
Achtenberg is a former dean of 
New College’s law school and a 
former San Francisco supervisor. 
She received national attention 
when Senator Jesse Helms called 
her a “damned lesbian” in 1993 
during her confirmation as the 
highest ranking openly lesbian 
federal official ever appointed. 

Queer youth rights advocate 


and author Daphne Scholinski 
will receive the NCLR Justice 
Award. Scholinski’s book The Last 
Time I Wore a Dress chronicles her 
institutionalization for noncon¬ 
forming gender identity as an 
adolescent. 

The evening will conclude 
with dancing to music provided 
by DJ Page Hodel. 

The weekend’s events begin 
with a gathering reception on Fri¬ 
day May 29 at 6 p.m. at Gracie’s, 
located at 398 Geary Street at 
Mason in Union Square. On Sun¬ 
day, May 31, Achtenberg and Kate 
Dyer will host a brunch for Cam¬ 
mermeyer.

AIDS Ride 5 rolls out 
early Sunday morning

H arly risers are invited to at¬ 
tend the big send-off 
m # planned for the 2,500 par¬ 
ticipants who will begin pedaling 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles 
this Sunday, May 31 at Fort 
Mason. The cyclists are taking 
part in California AIDS Ride 5 
Presented by Tanqueray, one of 
the larger AIDS fundraisers in the 
country, to raise AIDS awareness 
and millions of dollars for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) and the Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Center. 

Derek Gordon, SFAF’s com¬ 
munications director, told the 
B.A.R. that, like last year, the event 
is maxed out with 2,500 riders. Fie 
also said that it is the foundation’s 
goal to reduce rider support costs. 
Last year, those costs were down 
from previous events. 

“It looks to be a huge success,” 
Gordon said. Speakers who will 
address the crowd of riders and 
supporters will include Mayor 
Willie Brown, SFAF Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen, and SFAF 
board Chair Paul Wisotzky. Los 
Angeles Mayor Richard Riordan 
and Lorri Jean, executive director 
of the LA center, will speak at the 
closing ceremonies in Los Angeles 
when the 560-mile ride concludes 
June 6. 

Last year the ride brought in a 
net revenue to SFAF of $3.1 mil¬ 
lion, up from the $2.5 million net 
in 1996. The 1997 event also 
raised a total of $4.5 million for 
the LA center. Last year, AIDS 
Ride 4 saw only $709,607, or 
14.38 percent of the total, spent 
for rider support; in 1996 that fig¬ 
ure was 17 percent. 

Gordon said the foundation 
will work to lower costs even 
more if possible this year, but said 
organizers’ primary concern has 
always been to ensure rider safety 
and adequate support services. 
The multi-day event basically in¬ 
volves moving a small tent city 
down the state, he pointed out, 
and organizers will not compro¬ 
mise the well-being of partici¬ 
pants, all of whom had to train 
extensively and pledge to raise a 
minimum of $2,500 each. 

While the ride does have its de¬ 
tractors, who primarily criticize 
the amount of money it costs to 
put on the event and the $360,000 
producer Dan Pallotta pockets 
from each ride, supporters have 
pointed out that besides raising 


millions for SFAF and the LA cen¬ 
ter, the riders rolling through 
small towns put a human face on 
HIV/AIDS for many Californians 
in smaller towns and for the view¬ 
ers of the many local television 
stations throughout the state that 
cover the event.

i here’s still plenty of room - 
but less and less time - for 
motorcyclists to get involved 
in the “Ride for Life - Pride Ride” 
event Shanti has planned for Sun¬ 
day, June 14. 

The event will raise money and 
awareness for AIDS, and celebrate 
gay pride, said Shanti Executive 
Director Bob Rybicki. It will con¬ 
tinue the tradition of Shanti’s first 
Ride for Life, held last October, 
when more than 100 motorcy¬ 
clists cruised from San Francisco 
to the Napa Valley and raised over 
$11,000 for Shanti in San Francis¬ 
co and its services for people liv¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS. 

This year’s event will be differ¬ 
ent than last year’s, said Ron Perri, 
development and marketing pro¬ 
ject coordinator. This time, cy¬ 
clists will take off in the early af¬ 
ternoon on a multiple-stop 
“poker run” within the San Fran¬ 
cisco city limits. At ride stops, in¬ 
cluding the Lexington Club, Baby 
Bear’s House Bed and Breakfast, 
and the Presidio, participants will 
draw playing cards. The cards will 
be submitted at the end of the 
ride, and prizes will be awarded 
for the best poker hand and vari¬ 
ous sponsorship levels, Perri said. 

Another new feature of this 
year’s event is the addition of a 
special classification for motor 
scooters. Although they will enjoy 
similar ride benefits, scooter rid¬ 
ers will group together separate 
from the motorcycles. 

Lesbians, gay men, bisexuals, 
transgender people, and their

supporters will meet together at 
the China Basin Landing at 12:30 
p.m. The first group will depart at 
1:30 to cruise through the Castro 
and around the perimeter of the 
city limits. The pride ride will cul¬ 
minate at the Powerhouse Bar on 
Folsom Street for a beer and soda 
bust cycle party. The public is in¬ 
vited to join the motorcyclists at 
that event. 

Ride for Life participants pay 
an initial $25-per-bike registra¬ 
tion fee, which gets them admis¬ 
sion to the ride, an official pin, 
and entry to the cycle party fol¬ 
lowing the ride. They also commit 
to raising additional sponsorship 
pledges from family, friends, or 
co-workers, although Shanti does 
not require a minimum fundrais¬ 
ing amount. 

Participants are urged to sign 
up now to begin getting sponsors. 

Shanti has been serving people 
living with terminal illness and 
their loved ones since 1974. The 
agency is committed to serving 
people living with HIV/AIDS 
from all communities by helping 
enhance the quality of life and 
promoting the independence of 
people living with FIIV. Sbanti’s 
services are provided by trained 
volunteers and staff and include 
client advocacy, emotional sup¬ 
port, hospital-based counseling, 
practical assistance, care coordi¬ 
nation, recreation, and trans¬ 
portation. ▼

STATE PROPOSITIONS 


Prop. 219 
Vote YES 
Ballot Measures 

This proposition would overturn parts 
of Prop. 172, which was passed in 1993. 
Prop. 172 has built-in penalties that stop 
monies to communities that did not sup¬ 
port it. All communities should share the 
revenues from Prop. 172. If passed, this 
proposition would insure that no penalties 
could apply to a state initiative in the future. 
Vote YES on Prop. 219. 

Prop. 220 
Vote YES 

Court Consolidation 

This proposition would combine the 
Municipal and the Superior Courts into one 
entity. It would save the taxpayers money 
and would speed up the process of justice. 
Vote YES on Prop. 220. 

Prop. 221 
Vote YES 

Court Commissioners 

As the courts get busier and calendars 
become crowded, the court appoints com¬ 
missioners to oversee and judge more mun¬ 
dane matters. This initiative would place 
those commissioners under the State Com¬ 
mission on Judicial Performance. As it is 
now, a presiding judge handles complaints. 
These commissioners deserve the same 
scrutiny as judges. This is a good proposi¬ 
tion. We recommend a YES vote. 

Prop. 222 
Vote NO 

Second Degree Murder 

Currently, there are state laws that al¬ 
ready address this issue. It is not necessary 
to duplicate laws. This law would require a 


mandatory life sentence for the second-de¬ 
gree murder of a police officer. Tragically, it 
would prohibit anyone convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder from being eligible for 
employment or parole. In our overcrowded 
prisons, this is the same as a death sentence. 
We urge a NO vote on Prop. 222. 

Prop. 223 
Vote NO 

School Spending 

This proposition would limit school dis¬ 
tricts from spending more than 5 percent of 
their budgets for administrative costs - a 
bad idea that would hurt smaller school dis¬ 
tricts. The fines are enormous; and, under 
this proposition, would have to go to other 
school districts. We believe this ballot mea¬ 
sure would harm all students. It was placed 
on the ballot and financed by a teachers’ 
union from Los Angeles. Strong NO vote on 
Prop. 223. 

Prop. 224 
Vote NO 

State Funded Design and 
Engineering Services 

This initiative basically states that it will 
allow more opportunities for competitive 
bids. Ironically, it would do the opposite: it 
would hurt smaller minority-owned firms 
and women-owned businesses; it would 
create a vast bureaucracy; and could cost 
the state’s taxpayers up to $1.5 billion a year 
more in taxes. Cal Trans is already a slow- 
moving bureaucracy - let’s not make it larg¬ 
er and more inefficient. Vote NO on Prop. 
224. 

Prop. 225 
Vote NO 

Congressional Term Limits 

This proposition would force congres¬ 
sional leaders (both congresspersons and 
senators) to support this initiative. Don’t be 
gulled - as long as the federal government 
works by seniority, this would be disastrous 
for the state of California. Look into the 
term limits in our own backyard, the state 
Legislature and our Board of Supervisors. 
Term limits push more power in the hands 
of the governor and mayors; lobbyists and 
special interest groups become more pow¬ 
erful; and the state and county bureaucra¬ 
cies just get larger as bureaucrats move into 
vacancies left by term limits. We also believe 
that this initiative is also unconstitutional. 
Don’t tie the hands of the people we elect to 
public office. Keep our government impar¬ 
tial and fair. We urge a strong NO vote on 
Prop. 225. 

Proo. 226 
Vote NO 

Political Contributions 

Big business would like you to pass this 
piece of garbage. This proposition would 
prohibit campaign contributions from 
union members, employees and foreign en¬ 
tities. Again, big business and lobbyists will 
be able to get whatever they want. Reform 
candidates, labor and other groups that 
work for worthwhile changes in our state 
will be at a political and economic disad¬ 
vantage. Vote NO on Prop. 226. 

Prop. 227 
Vote NO 

English Language in 
Public Schools 

This initiative would halt the bilingual 
education in our public schools. Teachers 
from around the nation, as well as Califor¬ 
nia, agree that bilingual education works. 
This proposition is no more than another 
racial discrimination law. It would take all 
foreign-language-speaking students and 
immerse them in a one-year English course 
and then dump them back in English-only 
classes to sink or swim. It is particularly dis¬ 
turbing that this proposition’s strongest 
supporter is a group headed by Ron Unz 
and other right-wing Republicans. We fear 
this initiative might pass and cause more 
grief and discrimination to our state’s im¬ 
migrant population. We urge a NO vote on 
Prop. 227.

Prop. A & J 
Vote YES 

M.H. de Young Museum and 
Parking Garage 

The De Young, as it is commonly called, 
was badly damaged in the 1989 earthquake 
and it’s time to repair and help this jewel in 
the crown of San Francisco. We believe that 
the museum’s board and patrons have the 
right idea and should be supported. The 
amount of money they are requesting is 
more than was asked for in 1986. The ever- 
rising construction costs throughout the 
Bay Area will mean higher costs for worth¬ 
while construction and seismic retrofitting 
if the project is delayed further. The Bay 
Area construction industry is booming and 
in some areas workers are just not available. 
Most folks we talk with want the museum 
to stay in Golden Gate Park; but they are 
unsure of the parking garage. 

We believe that the garage will work and 
also help to enhance the park and museum 
for visitors. Parking is bad during weekdays 
and an absolute nightmare on weekends. 
The museum board assures us that a garage 
will improve the park for cyclists, 
rollerbladers and others who use the park 
on weekends. Some are concerned about 
the “40 some odd million” that is being 
raised privately to build the garage. We 
sometimes have a tendency to spurn large 
donors to our many charities and public 
works projects - let’s not do it this time. 
Vote YES on A 8c J. 

Prop. B 
Vote YES 

Supervisors’ Salaries 

The San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
is the lowest paid governing board in the 
Bay Area, with less staff support than most 
of their counterparts. The position of su¬ 
pervisor was regarded originally as part- 
time work. In 1982 they were given a raise: 
$23,924 a year. The reality is that all mem¬ 
bers work full-time as supervisors and rely 
on their own businesses to support them. 
The slow appointment process of both 
Mayors Brown and Jordan attests to the fact 
that many qualified candidates simply can¬ 
not afford the steep drop in income now re¬ 
quired for public service. We supported a 
raise the last time around and it didn’t pass. 
We hope it will this time. Remember that in 
two more years district elections will be 
back and we will see less civic-minded can¬ 
didates running for a board seat. Vote YES 
on B. 

Prop. C 
Vote NO 

Utility Revenue Use 

The citizens are asked once again to 
allow surplus cash from our utility busi¬ 
nesses (e.g., Hetch-Hetchy Water System 
and others) to go into the General Fund. 
The city charter requires utilities remain 
self-sufficient and any excess funds can go 
to the city. The supervisors say that they 
need authorization to sell low-interest 
bonds to repair and maintain the system. 
It’s sad that many of San Francisco’s build¬ 
ings, Muni, the Water Department, etc. are 
in poor condition due to deferred mainte¬ 
nance - and we don’t hear about it until dis¬ 
aster strikes! Leave the funds in the agencies 
until they have repaired what they must and 
retrofit and replace as needed. This is not 
practical management of our utilities’ 
monies. Vote NO on C. 

Prop. D 
Vote YES 

Environmental Loans 

A section of the new city charter was in¬ 
advertently omitted: the right of the city to 
apply to the state or federal government for 
environmental funds, which are used to 
clean up water resources, bad soil, toxic 
wastes and other environmental issues. Cor¬ 
rect an oversight, vote YES on Prop. D.

Voting for our own 

Should gays and lesbians vote for candidates sim¬ 
ply because they’re gay or lesbian? Should non-gays 
vote against candidates simply because they’re gay or 
lesbian? 

Since its founding, America has been struggling to 
make this a more perfect democracy. It wasn’t until 
1920 that passage of the 19th Amendment granted 
women the right to vote. It wasn’t until passage of the 
Civil Rights Act in 1964 and the Voting Rights Act 
that Blacks were assured equal rights. 

In spite of basic constitutional protections, women 
and minorities continued to suffer discrimination in 
employment, education and election to public office 
until Affirmative Action and similar legislation began 
to break down barriers. 

At the beginning of the 20th century, a Catholic 
couldn’t hope to achieve public office. Sixty years 
later, John Kennedy was President of the United 
States. During World War II, Blacks were segregated 
into separate units and assigned to lesser duty. Fifty 
years later, Colin Powell was the highest ranking offi¬ 
cer in the United States Army. 

Laws and the principle of Affirmative Action 
worked! Women serve on the U.S. Supreme Court, 
and Latinos are Cabinet members. 

There is no segment of the population which has 
suffered more discrimination than gays and lesbians. 
For literally centuries we’ve been harassed, humiliat¬ 
ed, and treated brutally. 

Never has an openly gay or lesbian per¬ 
son become a State Governor, a U.S Sena¬ 
tor, a member of the President’s Cabinet, 
or a Federal Judge. 

In fact, never yet has an openly gay 
man or lesbian been elected to the U.S. 

Congress; four gay Congressmen were 
first elected from the closet and re¬ 
elected only after proving to be out¬ 
standing representatives of their con¬ 
stituencies. Four lesbians will be Congressional can¬ 
didates in State primaries. 

Never yet has a gay man or woman been elected 
to a statewide office in California. In fact, the only gay 
man or woman to be elected to a statewide office in 
any of the 50 United States is Ed Flanagan, the State 
Auditor of Vermont. 

Today, I submit to you the proposition that the 
time has come to apply the principle of Affirmative 
Action to gays and lesbians.

Tony Miller has a long and distinguished record as 
a dedicated public servant, both in the Office of State 
Controller and as Assistant and Acting Secretary of 
State. Nobody but the current Lieutenant Governor, 
Gray Davis, is better qualified for this office.

No way to treat a friend 

Last October 18 I participated in the funeral Mass 
for the Honorable Jo Daly at St. Mary’s Cathedral. Jo 
was my loved and respected friend for over 30 years. 

Because of Jo’s long participation in politics, sev¬ 
eral officeholders were in the Cathedral, including 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi and State Senator John 
Burton. Mayor Brown and former State Senator Mil- 
ton Marks gave eulogies of Jo’s life and her many po¬ 
litical accomplishments. 

I made a special point to say hello to another pub¬ 
lic official attending, Judge Dorothy von Beroldingen. 
After the Mass, she and I shared memories of Jo and 
caught up on old times. 

It was then I learned she was to be challenged in 
the next election for the first time in 21 years. That 
was surprising enough, but Dorothy also told me the 
challenger is a member of our community; i.e., a les¬ 
bian by the name of Nancy Davis. 

The thought that anyone from the community 
would run against one of our most valued friends en¬ 
raged me. Dorothy von Beroldingen was one of the 
very first straight politicians who strongly supported 
gay rights in San Francisco. As a civil service com¬ 
missioner in the mid-’60s, she stopped the automat¬ 
ic discrimination that had been practiced against gays 
in promotions to that time — a time when to even sug¬ 
gest that gay people should have equal rights was po¬ 
litical suicide. She was also one of the straight “god¬ 
mothers” of the Toklas Democratic Club, and has 
continued to help our cause to this day. 

The Davis campaign has turned out to 
I be one of the dirtiest I have ever witnessed. 
Davis says she is not running against von 
Beroldingen because of her age, but every 
piece of campaign material from her 
camp has made an explicit point that 
the judge is 83. Davis people have also 
made an issue out of the judge’s physi¬ 
cal problems in 1995-96. They even 
claim she is currently in a wheel chair, which she is 
not - even if that would affect the performance of a 
judge who sits. 

Davis could have chosen to run against several 
judges who were appointed by GOP governors and 
have done nothing to aid our cause, but chose to try 
to unseat a woman who has been our friend for a very 
long time. This is political opportunism at its worst. 

I am ashamed a member of our community would 
run such a dirty campaign against a friend, and I urge 
gays and lesbians to repudiate this besmirching of our 
old friend Dorothy von Beroldingen and vote to re¬ 
tain her on June 2.

High tech, high rents 

My thanks to the latest landlord letter [“Scare and 
scarcity,” Mailstrom, May 21] for bringing up anoth¬ 
er ridiculous argument about why we should abolish 
rent control. He argues that under rent control, rents 
have gone up. What he conveniently fails to acknowl¬ 
edge is that rents have gone up because San Francis¬ 
co is facing a housing crisis. Since the end of 1995, the 
Bay Area economy has boomed, mostly fueled by 
strong economic growth in the high tech industries. 
This growth brought in thousands of generally well- 
paid high tech workers who began saturating hous¬ 
ing markets and forcing prices up. Rents and home 
purchase prices first began rising sharply in Santa 
Clara County, then in San Mateo County, and by 
mid-1996 in all San Francisco. In the city, an already 
strong demand for housing was pushed to the break¬ 
ing point and rents rose steadily as these new apart¬ 
ment hunters were able to bid up the rents. All of 
these factors contributed to the low vacancy rate of 
under 1%. 

Landlords push their argument with the logic that 
repeal of rent control would cause more tenants to 
move and the increased availability of empty apart¬ 
ments would cause rents on vacant units to drop. 
What they don’t say is that new empty apartments via 
repealing rent control would result from the eviction 
and displacement (via steep rent increases) of seniors, 
LGBT renters, and families and working people who 
would be unable to afford to find new housing. 

For the future of a queer San Francisco, join me in 
voting No on E.

Big bucks? Big deal 

Re: “SFAF on the move. But where is it going?” and 
“Birth Daze” (B.A.R. editorial), May 21. In their con¬ 
tinuing quest to stir controversy and find scandal, 
Cynthia Laird and the editor have managed to com¬ 
pose yet another masterpiece of non-news. 

The B.A.R. still has yet to show us why the salaries 
of upper management at the foundation is, or should 
be, news. We have yet to see an article showing us that 
the services the foundation provides have suffered be¬ 
cause of these supposedly high salaries. (I maintain 
that these salaries are comparable to their counter¬ 
parts in the for-profit arena. And what, exactly, is 
wrong with that?) 

Astonishingly, Ms. Laird and the B.A.R. even saw 
fit to stoop so low as to disclose foundation executive 
director Pat Christen’s pregnancy. One can almost 
hear the malicious glee with which this tidbit was 
written. The B.A.R.’s editorial, just a few pages later, 
only sinks the paper lower by assuming that Ms. 
Christen’s pregnancy should be treated differently 
from any other executive director’s. “This is my body 
and it’s nobody’s business but mine,” the B.A.R. para¬ 
phrases Ms. Christen. Isn’t this exactly what gays and 
lesbians have been screaming since time immortal? If 
we deny the same right to someone who’s on our side, 
how can we expect that right to be honored by those 
who would see it taken from us? 

It is the effect the pregnancy, and Ms. Christen’s 
subsequent maternity leave, will have on the founda¬ 
tion that might be news, not the pregnancy itself. The 
B.A.R. seems to want to dictate the community’s 
right-to-know time table. The foundation released its 
financial report, as is required by law, oh the last day 
possible, which is its prerogative. The foundation has 
no obligation to the B.A.R. to meet the paper’s edito¬ 
rial deadline. By the same token, Ms. Christen is 
under no obligation to disclose the matters of her pri¬ 
vate life to anyone outside the foundation, least of all 
the B.A.R., considering the paper’s current editorial 
disdain for how the foundation goes about its work. 
(Interestingly, the work itself seems to get little, if any, 
editorial space at all.) 

So, instead of offering an informative, and for 
many, useful, story about the foundation’s move 
down Market Street, and its possible, positive or neg¬ 
ative, effect on services, we get yet another re-hash¬ 
ing of the salary (non) issue. Another spewing of out- 
of-context, near incomprehensible dollar figures that 
only the B.A.R., Michael Petrelis, and the dubiously 
motivated ACT UP/Golden Gate seem to care about, 
and yet another editorial bashing one of the most suc¬ 
cessful AIDS service organizations in San Francisco. 

Apparently, there’s a reason why the B.A.R. is free. 
Raise the bar, people. We all deserve better reporting 
than this.

[Editor’s note: We’re glad you agree that the plans of 
the Bay Area’s largest AIDS organization, during its ex¬ 
ecutive director’s maternity leave, is news. That’s what 
we wanted to report, but when we asked about those de¬ 
tails, Christen tried to turn the issue into the sanctity of 
her body (as if that were anything anybody could argue 
with). We also agree that “ Christen’s pregnancy should 
[not] be treated differently from any other executive di¬ 
rector’s.” That is exactly the point of the editorial, which 
you either misunderstood or willfully misrepresent. 

Our fascination with Christen’s salary stems from 
an analysis showing her annual raises average 15.72 
percent - about ten times the inflation rate these days. 
See if you can comprehend these figures: In the five years 
from 1992-97, she has gotten nearly two-thirds of a mil¬ 
lion dollars. If her salary keeps rising at its current rate, 
she will get more than $8 million in her first 20 years. 

That kind of return is not comparable with private 
industry; it’s like winning the lottery. And it’s news.] 

Hotel hell 

The AIDS Foundation’s hotline hotels are plagued 
with double billing, illegal evictions, code violations, 
murders, and room thefts - but SFAF refuses to in¬ 
dict the landlords, because they said, “If you punish 
us, we will withdraw all our hotels from the hotel hot¬ 
line program, then there will be more homeless on 
the street.” 

Why not purchase buildings and set up social 
workers, SSI advocates, and job placement to enable 
clients to at lease have a service of assistance? Also, do 
away with 28-day system so that clients are not 
thrown out on the street, thus starting the endless 
cycle of no permanent housing? But let’s all not hold 
our breath: Pat Christen and her royal court would 
have to spend $1 million to establish a panel to make 
recommendations - and have them evaluated, again, 
again and again - thus ending in no housing at all, 
just paid staff at $47 an hour times 40 hours a week 
(or $90,240 a year). 

Pat, the Reign of Terror and uncaring must end. 
They take applications on Mission Street Welfare of¬ 
fice daily. Don’t forget the food stamps.

;• alifornia’s June 2 open pri¬ 
mary finds both the Demo¬ 
cratic race for the guberna¬ 
torial nomination and the Repub¬ 
lican contest for the U.S. Senate 
nod seemingly in a dead heat. In 
the expensive, increasingly bitter 
Democratic fight for the right to 
face Republican Dan Lungren in 
November, the very latest polls in¬ 
dicate that it’s a toss-up between 
Representative Jane Harman and 
Lieutenant Governor Gray Davis. 
The high-rolling, trash-talking, 
shoot-from-the-lip megamillion¬ 
aire Al Checchi has faded to a 
distant third. 

Checchi, a former Northwest 
Airlines executive reportedly 
worth more than $800 million, was 
the first to enter the contest a year 
and a half ago. He has spent an as¬ 
tonishing $30 million on his cam¬ 
paign — a record for any guberna¬ 
torial primary in the U.S. Howev¬ 
er, in recent weeks, his negative 
television ads aimed at Harman 
and Davis have apparently back¬ 
fired, and despite his deep pockets, 
he finds himself lagging well be¬ 
hind his two opponents. 

The oddsmakers cur¬ 
rently place Davis slight¬ 
ly ahead of Harman, but 
Harman’s recent en¬ 
dorsement by popular 
Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein coupled with 
last-minute un¬ 
expected en¬ 
dorsements by 
the Examiner 
and the San 
Jose Mercury News have given her 
campaign new momentum. She 
goes into next Tuesday’s election 
with the very real possibility of an 
upset win over Gray Davis. 

This one is really too close to 
call, folks. It all depends on which 
candidate does a better job of get¬ 
ting their supporters to the polls. 
Be assured, however, that Al 
Checchi is political toast; it’ll be 
Jane Harman or Gray Davis 
against the ultraconservative Dan 
Lungren in November. (Unless, of 
course, the ever-surprising Den¬ 
nis Peron confounds all expecta¬ 
tions and gets the GOP nod. Two 
chances of that: slim and fat.) 

Two Republicans are likewise 
embroiled in a down-to-the-wire 
effort. State Treasurer Matt Fong 
and millionaire car alarm entre¬ 
preneur Darrell Issa are duking it 
out for the pleasure of taking on 
Democratic U.S. Senator Barbara 
Boxer in the fall general election. 
Thanks to his multimillion-dollar 
television ad campaign, Issa has 
been enjoying the number-one 
spot, but Fong’s recent television 
ads have apparently closed the 
gap- 

While Fong uses the television 
airwaves to trumpet his many 
years of political experience, Issa, 
who has never run for office be¬ 
fore, stresses that he is the “anti¬ 
government” candidate, a man 
beholden to no special interest 
groups. Their duel is also too close 
to call right now, but if I were a 
betting man, I’d probably lay my 
lucre on Fong to pull it out next 
week. 

Incidentally, those in the know 
tell me that Senator Boxer’s peo¬ 
ple would definitely prefer to run 
against Mr. Issa, a dogmatic right¬ 
winger. Matt Fong, more of a 
moderate and the son of the high¬ 
ly popular former Democratic 
Secretary of State March Fong 
Eu , is considered a much tougher 
opponent.

The Oakland Tribune has en¬ 
dorsed Jerry Brown for mayor of 
that city. That action could put 
Brown into City Hall come June 
2, thereby avoiding a runoff. 

In the campaign for mayor of 
San Jose, Councilwoman Pat 
Dando’s apparent wavering on 
the domestic partners issue has 
put her in hot water with the city’s 
gay community. Last week, the 
Republican Dando angered that 
community when she was a no- 
show at a forum for the candi¬ 
dates at the Billy DeFrank Lesbian 


and Gay Community Center. 
Given Dando’s snub, Democrat 
Ron Gonzales will most likely be 
the les/bi/gay candidate of choice 
this Tuesday. 

Don’t look for the name of 
Moses David Kahn Jr. on the 

ballot next week. The former Mr. 
Kahn changed his name years ago 
to Dave Stirling; he is now a 
leading candidate for the GOP 
state attorney general nomina¬ 
tion. 

The Advocate informs us that 
three openly gay men have good 
chances of being elected to the 
New York State Senate from New 
York City this year. The trio in¬ 
cludes Daniel O’Donnell, the 
brother of famed talk show host 
Rosie O’Donnell, who is favored 
to win a liberal West Side seat. 
Maybe Rosie will have him on the 
show if he does! 

Remember when Peninsula 
Congressman Tom Campbell 
was a favorite of gays and lesbians, 
both Republicans and Democ¬ 
rats?

I, of course, 
rushed in to draw some distinc¬ 
tions ... first adding the rest of the 
sentence, to wit, “like a fish needs 
a bicycle?” and then getting a little 
more science-oriented. 

Actually, not long ago, while 
waiting to be called from the wait¬ 
ing room for a mammogram, 1 
was reading a'“vintage” science 
magazine with an article address¬ 
ing whether two women could 
share genes to make a baby ... and 
it turned out the answer was 
that it doesn’t take. Here’s 
part of my post, by way 
of passing along that in¬ 
teresting reading:

chromosomes). 

“As it turns out, joining genet¬ 
ic material from two ova (and two 
sperm) has been tried. It doesn’t 
work in either case. Apparently 
there are things that have to trig¬ 
ger each other, or combine, or 
something ... it’s not an absolute 
bar; there is some data suggesting 
that parthenogenesis may occur in 
humans, possibly as often as twins 
- but most cases, if they exist, are 
taken for dead ringers for their 
moms. And, in the standard (yes, 
that’s what it is) fertilization sce¬ 
nario, each set of genetic material 
has an agenda that competes with 
the other’s: female germ material 
wants to set a growth pattern that 
conserves resources for subse¬ 
quent pregnancies, while male 
germ material tries to set a pattern 
for maximum draw on maternal 
bodily resources.” 

So, aspiring mommies are 
back to choosing a donor who’s 
either anonymous or highly sig¬ 
nificant ... not the worst of fates, 
by any means. ▼

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The manners of 
a dancing master

f ever there was a “stereotypi- 

I cal” occupation for gay men, 
it’s dance. But is the stereotype 
true, and if so, why? Michael Bai¬ 
ley, a heterosexual but gay-curious 
psychologist at Northwestern 
University, set out to find the an¬ 
swers. With the help of a 
dancer-turned-re- 
searcher, Michael 
Oberschneider, he inter¬ 
viewed 136 professional 
dancers — gay and straight, 
male and female — about the 
prevalence of gay people 
in the profession. 

All the dancers 
agreed that gay men 
are phenomenally 
over-represented. The 
lowest estimate was that 25 per¬ 
cent of male dancers are gay, and 
the highest estimate was 98 per¬ 
cent. The average estimate was 58 
percent — at least 10 times high¬ 
er than the prevalence of gay men 
in the general male population. 
Lesbian dancers, on the other 
hand, are not very common: the 
average estimate was that only 
three percent of female dancers 
are lesbian. 

The finding was expected, of 
course. Some of the most famous 
male dancers, such as Rudolf 
Nureyev, have been gay. And any¬ 
one who has read the AIDS obitu¬ 
aries over the past 15 years knows 
the terrible ravages that the dis¬ 
ease has made in the fields of 


Fred Whitam of Arizona State 
University, male homosexuality 
and dance are widely associated in 
both Western and non-Western 
societies. One example is that of 
the Mahu of pre-Western Polyne¬ 
sia: gender-variant homosexual 
men who danced in sacfed rituals. 
Another example is that of the Hi- 
jras of northern India: homosex¬ 
ual transsexual men who 
perform dances 
celebrating mar¬ 
riage and childbirth. 

It’s not just homosexu¬ 
ality, but gender-variant homo¬ 
sexuality, that is tied to dancing 
talent. In Bailey and 
Oberschneider’s study, 
the gay dancers had a 
childhood history of 
gender-nonconformi¬ 
ty that was significant¬ 
ly more marked than that of gay 
men in general — they common¬ 
ly reported having had shown 
feminine interests and behavior as 
children. 

This raises the question: is gay 
men’s dancing ability a feminine 
trait? In contemporary American 
culture both men and women 
dance, and they dance in roughly 
similar style. There have been 
some cultures in which only 
women and gender-variant gay 
men dance, such as among the 
Zapotec Indians of Mexico. More 
commonly, both sexes dance but 
in different styles, and in these 
cultures gender-variant gay men 
dance with and in the style of 



women. 


So perhaps the style of dancing 
that is admired in the U.S. today 
is basically a feminine dance style, 
at which only women and gay 
men are naturally adept. In line 
with this notion, several of Bailey 
and Oberschneider’s interviewees 
said that lesbians were found 
more commonly in modern- 
dance troupes, where a more ath¬ 
letic and less traditionally grace¬ 
ful style of dance is practiced. If 
we could reintroduce the old- 
fashioned war-stomp, perhaps 
we’d see heterosexual men domi¬ 
nating the profession. ▼

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dance, ballet, and figure-skating. 
Sometimes one wonders how 
there can be anyone left to dance. 
The only reasonable explanation 
for such a high incidence of AIDS 
in the profession is that large 
numbers of male dancers are gay. 

So what’s the reason? There are 
three basic alternatives. One is 
that engaging in dance promotes 
homosexuality. Another is that 
gay men gravitate to dance be¬ 
cause it’s a gay-friendly profes¬ 
sion. And the third is that gay men 
have an inborn affinity for dance. 

As to the first possibility, it’s 
true that joining a dance company 
opens a wealth of gay options. Of 
the straight male dancers in the 
study, 90 percent said that gay col¬ 
leagues had come on to them. 
(The other 10 percent must have 
been butt-ugly!) Even so, the rich 
■ opportunities didn’t seem to lure 
these men into homosexuality: 
rather, they enjoyed their own 
sought-after heterosexual status 
among the female dancers. Be¬ 
sides, the gay male dancers said 
that they became aware of same- 
sex attraction years before they 
entered the dance world. Many of 
the gay dancers had been roman¬ 
tically involved with other gay 
dancers, but none felt that they 
had been initiated into homosex¬ 
uality by their partners or by the 
gay-friendly atmosphere. 

Do gay men go into dance be¬ 
cause it is a gay-friendly profes¬ 
sion? All the dancers agreed that 
the profession is indeed very gay- 
friendly, and that is no doubt an 
attraction. But if that was the 
major factor in drawing gay peo¬ 
ple to the field, why are lesbians 
not well-represented? It seems 
more likely that there’s something 
about being a gay man that is con¬ 
ducive to being a good profes¬ 
sional dancer. 

Some support for this idea 
comes from studies of different 
cultures. According to sociologist

Opera News sings 
virtue of Patience

ith the first openly les¬ 
bian-themed opera, Pa¬ 
tience & Sarah, begin¬ 
ning its New York run next 
month, the June issue of Opera 
News features a prominent story 
on the work and the general in¬ 
visibility of lesbians in opera. “It 
is hard to find any explicit lesbian 
characters in opera,” says writer 
Robert Hilferty. “Enter Patience & 
Sarah ... based on the 1969 novel 
by Isabel Miller. P&S is the first 
time in the history of opera that 
the romantic love between 
two women takes center 
stage.” 

Hilferty notes that 
the opera’s composer, 

Paula Kimper, calls it 
“‘An American folk 
opera’ - a simple yet 
radical appellation, 
considering that ho¬ 
mosexuals are routine¬ 
ly omitted from popular folk his¬ 
tories. ... In spite of its religious 
and folk trappings, P&S isn’t coy 
about its subject matter. Any now- 
you-see-it-now-you-don’t ambi¬ 
guity surrounding the two 
women’s ‘romantic attachment’ - 
as historians politely describe 
their passionate partnership - is 
quickly dispelled by an unequivo¬ 
cal kiss in the third scene.”

Straightforward lesbian 
coverage from Forbes 

The May 18 issue of the con¬ 
servative financial magazine 
Forbes features a story on doctors 
which highlights a lesbian mom, 
her partner and their son. On the 
title page of the story, entitled 
“Doc’s just an employee now,” is a 
picture of Dr. Camilla Graham, 
“son, and mate, Dawn Osborne.” 

The primary focus of the story 
is how managed care is changing 
the role and security of doctors. In 
the profile of Graham, Forbes 
looks at how more doctors are 
trying to work shorter hours for 
less pay so that they can spend 
more time with their families. 
“Graham, whose partner is an in¬ 
ternist, can afford long hours with 
their son,” it says. It ends with a 
quote from Graham: “‘There was 
a sense in the past that if you sac¬ 
rificed everything, you could 
make a lot of money, and patients 
saw you as all-knowing. Today, we 
don’t believe we’re all-knowing. 
Medicine is still a noble profes¬ 
sion ... but we also want basic 
things for ourselves.” 

Without focusing on the fact 
that Graham and her partner are 
lesbians, Forbes folds their stories 
into those of other doctors pro¬ 
filed. In many ways, this type of 
inclusion is ideal - rather than 
being singled out and only fea¬ 
tured when lesbian- and gay-spe¬ 
cific issues are being discussed, the 
article views Graham and her 
partner as multi-faceted individ¬ 
uals capable of relating to many of 
the same issues facing other doc¬ 
tors and families. 


Please commend Forbes for 
prominently and non-discrimi- 
nately featuring a lesbian and her 
family in a non-gay-specific story.

Printer’s devil leaves 
Atlanta voiceless 

On May 20, the Gainesville 
(GA) Times announced that, ef¬ 
fective June 1, it would no longer 
be printing Atlanta’s lesbian and 
gay newspaper Southern Voice. 
The Times is a Gannett- 
owned paper whose com¬ 
mercial printing com¬ 
pany, Southland Pub¬ 
lishing, also prints USA 
Today and a number of 
other publications. It 
had begun printing 
Southern Voice late in 
April, and was almost 
immediately targeted 
by religious political 
extremists for its deci¬ 
sion to print a lesbian and gay 
paper. Releases from various min¬ 
istries urged sponsors to discon¬ 
tinue advertising and readers to 
cancel their subscriptions actions 
until The Times refused to publish 
Southern Voice. 

According to Southern Voice, 
Blackshear Place Baptist Church’s 
Pastor Jim Austin told The Times 
that “he doubted The Times 
would print information for the 
Ku Klux Klan, pedophiles, or a 
militia group,” and that “this is 
not a rights issue, this is a moral 
issue.” The Times issued a release 
announcing their decision to drop 
Southern Voice, saying, “Recent 
operational and press scheduling 
conflicts have made it necessary 
for us to reevaluate our commer¬ 
cial printing commitments.” 

Southern Voice Publisher Chris 
Crain said that the changes refer¬ 
enced in the release were ones that 
had been discussed during the 
original negotiations between the 
two papers. The Times also said 
that, “Southland Publishing re¬ 
mains committed to be non-dis- 
criminatory,” claiming, “We will 
continue to work with any group 
... regardless of its religious, racial 
or lifestyle affiliations, provided 
the organization and its needs are 
legal and within the bounds of ac¬ 
cepted business and printing 
practices.” 

“The very wording of their two 
paragraph statement attempting 
to clarify their decision causes 
GLAAD great concern,” said 
GLAAD Executive Director Joan 
M. Garry. “It is a vague and indi¬ 
rect response to a very serious and 
potentially precedent-setting mat¬ 
ter. It is very unfortunate that Mr. 
Jenson failed to use the contro¬ 
versy surrounding Southern Voice 
as an opportunity to demonstrate 
leadership and dismantle homo¬ 
phobia.” 

On May 21, GLAAD Commu¬ 
nications Director Jennifer H. 
Einhorn spoke at length with 
Chris Jenson, president and pub¬ 
lisher of The Times. Einhorn said, 
“We wanted Mr. Jenson to clarify 
that his decision was solely a 
scheduling and operational con¬ 
flict. I asked him to confirm that 
if tomorrow another newspaper - 
regardless of its content or read¬ 
ership - were to approach The 
Times requesting the same print 
volume and same time slot as 


Southern Voice he would, as a mat¬ 
ter of course, turn away that busi¬ 
ness. Mr. Jenson responded by of¬ 
fering to fax The Times' statement 
on this matter. In no way does the 
statement respond to that ques¬ 
tion.” 

Please express your disap¬ 
pointment and insist that The 
Times clarify their decision to no 
longer print Southern Voice.

Texas paper 
blasts book ban 

Thou shalt not steal? In the 
midst of a small-town battle over 
library books, the Wichita Falls, 
Texas Times Record News featured 
an editorial on May 16 criticizing 
those who seek to censor available 
books to suit their own narrow 
moral agenda. 

Robert Jeffress, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, and his 
board have taken Heather Has 
Two Mommies and Daddy's Room¬ 
mate from the public library and 
refuse to return them. Jeffress and 
the board are also going to the 
City Council to demand that the 
books not be replaced. “Who 
should decide what is available in 
the public library?” the editorial 
asks. “Clearly, Jeffress and the dea¬ 
cons believe they should decide. 
... Can a relatively small group, 
even acting on what its members 
believe to be moral principles and 
in what they believe to be the best 
interests of the community, be al¬ 
lowed to dictate what the rest of 
the community will find on li¬ 
brary shelves that have been paid 
for by all within this community? 
No, that cannot be allowed. ... 
City government represents all of 
us. It must protect the rights of 
minority groups [and] act out of 
the best interests of the majority, 
preserving and protecting our 
freedoms and assuring public 
order.” 

The Times Record News ex¬ 
plains that a policy for selecting 
books in light of this balance is al¬ 
ready in place, and asks, “Once the 
banning of books starts, where 
does it stop? The demand that is 
apparently going to the City 
Council is a demand that a certain 
moral code be institutionalized. 
... That’s not the business of gov¬ 
ernment. In the end, the banning 
of books deals with symptoms, 
not causes. Banning books does 
not right any wrongs or overcome 
evil and, in the long run, may do 
more harm than good.” 

Please commend the Times 
Record News for this thoughtful 
and articulate defense of liberty 
and free access to knowledge in 
America.

Guests expected to be on hand 
for the celebration include staff 
from the city attorney’s office and 
outside counsel who are credited 
with doing an extraordinary job 
both drafting the law and later de¬ 
fending it in federal court after the 
Air Transport Association (ATA) 
filed a suit against it. A federal 
judge upheld the bulk of the law 
in a ruling that was handed down 
in April. 

Others at the celebration will 
be staff from the city’s Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) and 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender, and HIV Unit of the 
agency, which was charged with 
implementing the ordinance; San 
Francisco companies that are in 
compliance with the law; and ad¬ 
vocates and activists who have 
supported the ordinance. 

Six months after the law went 
into effect, 1,270 city contractors 
offered domestic partner benefits. 
Of the 3,269 declarations that 
were fully reviewed in January, 
2,966 or 90.73 percent were in 


compliance with the require¬ 
ments of the ordinance. 

The HRC’s six-month report 
noted that research conducted 
prior to the effective date turned 
up only 14 insurance companies 
willing to provide domestic part¬ 
ner coverage to employee groups. 
As of January, the HRC had iden¬ 
tified over 108 insurance compa¬ 
nies who have joined the domestic 
partner insurance market. “The 
impact of this growth in the in¬ 
surance industry has been felt 
across the country as all business¬ 
es, not just those seeking city con¬ 
tracts have a larger and more 
competitive insurance market 
from which to purchase domestic 
partner coverage,” the HRC’s re¬ 
port stated. ▼

hood house. On May 2,1995 Su¬ 
perior Court Judge William 
Cahill ruled that action illegal, a 
violation of the San Francisco 
Residential Rent Stabilization 
and Arbitration Ordinance. 

Nevertheless, Samaha insists 
that because of the lawsuit, “little 
people were hurt all over the 
place. We all work very hard and 
try to provide a home for our¬ 
selves. They’re using the rent con¬ 
trol law to screw little people.” 

It was the frustration of hav¬ 
ing that lawsuit drag on for three 
years, said Samaha, that led him 
to back Proposition E. 

‘Magnanimous’ PAC? 

Far from helping “the little 
people,” counters Mecca, Prop E 
is aimed at benefiting real estate 
interests, which to date, accord¬ 
ing to records from the Califor¬ 
nia Fair Political Practices Com¬ 
mission, have funneled some 
$445,000 into the campaign. 


One Los Angeles-based polit¬ 
ical action committee, the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Realtors Is¬ 
sues Mobilization, donated 
$30,000 in support of Prop E. 

“Why would this PAC give 
$30,000 for a proposition in San 
Francisco,” wondered Mecca, 
“that is supposedly only about 
‘mom and pop’ landlords? It 
doesn’t make any sense. No big 
real estate PAC is going to be that 
magnanimous and help out 
landlords if they weren’t going to 
make a whole lot of money. The 
fact is, they will make a lot, be¬ 
cause after evictions, they can 
move in and buy some of these 
buildings and convert them and 
make a killing.” 

On a historical note, added 
Mecca, were Harvey Milk alive 
today, very likely he would be 
fighting Prop E. After all, he him¬ 
self once hung a huge banner in 
the front window of his Castro 
Camera store. It read: “FINAL 
DAYS. Rent increased to $1,200 
from $350. FORCED TO MOVE. 
Can you help us find a new 
home?” ▼

All the way from Topeka, 
Kansas, the Reverend Fred 
Phelps and members of his West- 
boro Baptist Church are heading 
to San Francisco to protest on the 
anniversary of what he erro¬ 
neously term^“San Francisco’s 
same-sex marriage ordinance.” 

A fax from the church dated 
May 11 says church members will 
participate in a “religious protest” 
this Sunday and Monday, May 31 
and June 1, at Grace Cathedral, 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, and finally at City Hall. 

Westboro Baptist Church, 


al. The picket lasted only a few 
minutes before onlookers began 
throwing things at them, and the 
Westboro Baptist group quickly 
loaded back into their van and 
disappeared. 

Reverend Cecil Williams, pas¬ 
tor of Glide Memorial Church, 
said he thought Phelps is coming 
to San Francisco again only to 
make a scene for himself. 

“If he wants to preach, I think 
he’s coming to the wrong place,” 
Williams said. “But he thinks it’s 
the right place, because he knows 
people will respond to him in 
ways that will create tension.” 

Among other more offensive 
paragraphs, Westboro Baptist 
Church’s fax states, “A federal

which consists mostly of Phelps’s 
own family members, is notorious 
for its anti-gay picketing. Besides 
weekly picketing in and around 
Topeka, church members travel 
around the country and the world 
toting their huge placards with 
such slogans as “God Hates Fags,” 
“Fag=AIDS,” “No Tears for 
Queers,” and “Fags Burn in Hell.” 

The Phelps clan’s last visit to 
San Francisco was in 1994 at a 
memorial service following the 
death of author Randy Shilts. 

“Not since WBC picketed the 
fag Randy Shilts’s funeral at Glide 
Memorial Church has a clearer 
gospel call for San Francisco to re¬ 
pent sounded,” the fax states. 

On that occasion, six or eight 
of Phelps’s church members were 
met head-on by thousands of 
mourners outside Glide Memori- 


court struck down most of San 
Francisco’s same-sex marriage or¬ 
dinance so far as its pernicious af¬ 
fects [sic] on other communities. 
... But the ordinance still applies 
locally, is persuasive on other 
cities as a sinful model, and is an¬ 
other evil precedent that must be 
publicly preached against.” 

According to the fax, pickets 
are scheduled at Grace Cathedral, 
1100 California St., at 3 p.m. on 
Sunday, May 31, and at Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church, 150 Eu¬ 
reka St., at 6:30 p.m. 

The group will then picket at 
City Hall on Monday, June 1, but 
a time was not given. 

Williams said he thought peo¬ 
ple should not waste efforts at 
confronting Phelps’ entourage, 
despite the scenes that Phelps is 
sure to create.

ciscans should ignore Phelps and 
work instead on continuing to 
build a community of acceptance 
and love.

We 
ought to just be tired of this man, 
and we ought to just turn our backs 
and let him be on his way.” ▼

NORVIR™ 

(ritonavir capsules and oral solution) 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

NORVIR is indicated in combination with other antiretroviral agents or as monotherapy for the treatment of HIV-infection. 
For patients with advanced HIV disease, this indication is based on the results from a study that showed a reduction in both 
mortality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received NORVIR. Median duration of follow-up in this study 
was 6 months. The clinical benefit from NORVIR therapy for longer periods of treatment is unknown. 

For patients with less advanced disease, this indication is based on changes in surrogate markers in studies evaluating 
patients who received NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

NORVIR is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to ritonavir or any of its ingredients. 

Ritonavir is expected to produce large increases in the plasma concentrations of the following drugs: amiodarone, astemi- 
zole, bepridil, bupropion, cisapride, clozapine, dihydroergotamine, encainide, ergotamine, flecainide, meperidine, pimozide, 
piroxicam, propafenone, propoxyphene, quinidine, rifabutin, and terfenadine. These agents have recognized risks of arrhyth¬ 
mias, hematologic abnormalities, seizures, or other potentially serious adverse effects. Additionally, postmarketing reports of 
co-administration of ritonavir with ergotamine or dihydroergotamine has been associated with acute ergot toxicity character¬ 
ized by peripheral vasospasm and ischemia of the extremities. These drugs should not be co-administered with ritonavir. 

Ritonavir co-administration is also expected to produce large increases in these highly metabolized sedatives and hyp¬ 
notics: clorazepate, diazepam, estazolam, flurazepam, midazolam, triazolam, and zolpidem. Due to the potential for 
extreme sedation and respiratory depression from these agents, these drugs should not he co-administered with 
ritonavir. 

WARNINGS 

Allergic reactions including urticaria, mild skin eruptions, bronchospasm, and angioedema have been reported. Rare cases 
of anaphylaxis and Stevens-Johnson syndrome have also been reported. 

Hepatic transaminase elevations exceeding 5 times the upper limit of normal, clinical hepatitis, and jaundice have 
occurred in patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral drugs (see Table 3). There may 
be an increased risk for transaminase elevations in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C. Therefore, caution should 
be exercised when administering NORVIR to patients with pre-existing liver diseases, liver enzyme abnormalities, or 
hepatitis. 

There have been postmarketing reports of hepatic dysfunction, including some fatalities. These have generally occurred 
in patients taking multiple concomitant medications and/or with advanced AIDS. A definitive causal relationship has not 
been established. 

New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus, and hyperglycemia have been reported dur¬ 
ing postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease inhibitor therapy. Some patients required 
either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents for treatment of these events. In some cases, 
diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who discontinued protease inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted 
in some cases. Because these events have been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency can¬ 
not be made and a causal relationship between protease inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Ritonavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised when administering this drug to 
patients with impaired hepatic function (see WARNINGS). 

Resistance/Cross-resistance 

The potential for HIV cross-resistance between protease inhibitors has not been fully explored. Therefore, it is unknown 
what effect ritonavir therapy will have on the activity of subsequent protease inhibitors. 

Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas and hemarthrosis, in patients with 
hemophilia type A and B treated with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was given. In more than 
half of the reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or reintroduced. A causal relationship has not 
been established. 


Information For Patients 

Patients should be informed that NORVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue to acquire illnesses 
associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of NORVIR are unknown at this time. They should be informed that 
NORVIR therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take NORVIR with food, if possible. 

Patients should be informed to take NORVIR every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
NORVIR without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. How¬ 
ever, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

Since NORVIR interacts with some drugs when taken together, patients should be advised to report to their doctor the 
use of any other medications, including prescription and nonprescription drugs. 

Laboratory Tests 

Ritonavir has been associated with alterations in triglycerides, cholesterol, SGOT, SGPT, GGT, CPK, and uric acid. 
Appropriate laboratory testing should be performed prior to initiating NORVIR therapy and at periodic intervals or if any 
clinical signs or symptoms occur during therapy. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alterations 
associated with nucleoside analogues, physicians should refer to the complete product information for each of these drugs. 
Drug Interactions 
Effects on ritonavir 

Agents which increase CYP3A activity (e.g., phenobarbital, carbamazepine, dexamethasone, phenytoin, rifampin, and 
rifabutin) are expected to increase the clearance of ritonavir resulting in decreased ritonavir plasma concentrations. 
Tobacco use is associated with an 18% decrease in the AUC of ritonavir. 

Effects on co-administered drugs 

Ritonavir can produce large increases in plasma concentrations of certain highly metabolized drugs. Ritonavir has a high 
affinity for several cytochrome P450 (CYP) isoforms with the following rank order: CYP3A > CYP2D6 > CYP2C9, 
CYP2C19 » CYP2A6, CYP1A2, CYP2E1. There is some evidence that ritonavir may increase the activity of glu- 
curonosyl transferases; thus, loss of therapeutic effects from directly glucuronidated agents during ritonavir therapy may 
signify the need for dosage alteration of these agents. 

Clinical drug interaction studies with ritonavir and some commonly administered drugs have been conducted. Drugs 
that may need dose adjustment based on information from these studies are listed below in alphabetical order. Drugs that 
are predicted to be affected by co-administration with ritonavir are listed in Table 1. 

Clarithromycin : The mean increase in the AUC of clarithromycin in the presence of ritonavir was 77%. 
Clarithromycin may be administered without dosage adjustment to patients with normal renal function. However, for 
patients with renal impairment the following dosage adjustments should be considered. For patients with CLcr 30 to 
60 mL/min the dose of clarithromycin should be reduced by 50%. For patients with CL cr < 30 mL/min the dose of 
clarithromycin should be decreased by 75%. 

Desipramine : Co-administration of ritonavir resulted in a 145% mean increase in the AUC of desipramine. Dosage reduc¬ 
tion of desipramine should be considered in patients taking the combination. 

Didanosine : The AUC of didanosine was decreased by 13% when co-administered with ritonavir. Didanosine may be admin¬ 
istered without dosage adjustment to patients taking ritonavir; however, dosing of the two drugs should be separated by 
2.5 hpurs to avoid formulation incompatibility. 

Disulfiram/Metronidazole : Ritonavir formulations contain alcohol, which can produce reactions when co-administered 
with disulfiram or other drugs that produce disulfiram-like reactions (e.g., metronidazole). 

Oral Contraceptives : The rjiean AUC of ethinyl estradiol, a component in oral contraceptives, was reduced 40% during con¬ 
comitant dosing with ritonavir 500 mg ql2h; dosage increase or alternate contraceptive measures should be considered. 
Saquinavir : Ritonavir extensively inhibits the metabolism of saquinavir resulting in greatly increased saquinavir plasma 
concentrations. Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) and 
ritonavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold greater than his¬ 
torical AUC values from patients who received saquinavir 600 mg t.i.d without ritonavir. When used in combination ther¬ 
apy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg b.i.d. of either ritonavir or saquinavir were associated with an increase 
in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved with Invirase® (saquinavir mesylate) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg 
b.i.d.) are similar to those achieved with Fortovase™ (saquinavir) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg b.i.d.). 
Theophylline : The average AUC of theophylline was reduced by 43% when co-administered with ritonavir. Increased 
dosage of theophylline may be required. 

A systematic review of over 200 medications prescribed to HIV-infected patients was performed to identify potential drug 
interactions with ritonavir. Table 1 summarizes some commonly prescribed drugs, categorized by the predicted magni¬ 
tude of interaction that could result if co-administered with ritonavir. Drugs that are specifically contraindicated due to 
the expected magnitude of interaction and potential for serious adverse events are in the first column of Table 1. This table 
lists the predicted magnitude of drug interaction based on what is known about the metabolism for each medication. The 
actual magnitude of interaction could be larger or smaller than that listed; therefore, it is advised that concomitant use of 
any of these agents with ritonavir should be accompanied by therapeutic drug concentration monitoring and/or increased 
monitoring of therapeutic and adverse effects, especially for agents with narrow therapeutic margins (e.g., oral anticoag¬ 
ulants, immunosuppressants). Large dosage reductions (>50% reduction) may be required for those agents extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A.

Post-Marketing Experience with Drugs Listed in Table 1 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported when ritonavir has been co-administered with disopyramide, mexile- 
tine, nefazodone, or fluoxetine. The possibility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of ritonavir in animal systems have not been completed. However, ritonavir was not 
mutagenic or clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including bacterial reverse mutation (Ames) using 
5. typhimurium and E. coli , mouse lymphoma, mouse micronucleus, and chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes. 

Pregnancy, Fertility, and Reproduction 

Pregnancy Category B: Ritonavir produced no effects on fertility in rats at drug exposures approximately 40% (male) and 
60% (female) of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. Higher dosages were not feasible due to hepatic toxicity. 

No treatment-related malformations were observed when ritonavir was administered to pregnant rats or rabbits. Devel¬ 
opmental toxicity observed in rats (early resorptions, decreased fetal body weight and ossification delays and develop¬ 
mental variations) occurred at a maternally toxic dosage at an exposure equivalent to approximately 30% of that achieved 
with the proposed therapeutic dose. A slight increase in the incidence of cryptorchidism was also noted in rats at an expo¬ 
sure approximately 22% of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. 

Developmental toxicity observed in rabbits (resorptions, decreased litter size and decreased fetal weights) also occurred 
at a maternally toxic dosage equivalent to 1.8 times the proposed therapeutic dose based on a body surface area conver¬ 
sion factor. s 

There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies 
are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether this drug is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in 
human milk, caution should be exercised when ritonavir is administered to a nursing woman. However, the U.S. Public 
Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid post¬ 
natal transmission of HTV to a child who may not be infected. 

Pediatric Use 

The safety and pharmacokinetic profile of ritonavir in pediatric patients below the age of 2 years have not been estab¬ 
lished. In HIV-infected patients age 2 to 16 years, the adverse event profile seen during a clinical trial and postmarketing 
experience was similar to that for adult patients. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of ritonavir in pediatric patients 
in clinical trials is ongoing. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of NORVIR alone and in combination with nucleoside analogues was studied in 1140 patients. Table 2 lists 
treatment-emergent adverse events (at least possibly related and of at least moderate intensity) that occurred in 2% or 
greater of patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with nucleosides in Study 245 or Study 247. At the time 
of this safety assessment, the median duration of treatment in Study 245 and Study 247 was 3.7 and 2.4 months, respec¬ 
tively. However, safety data was collected on patients for greater than 6 months of treatment. The most frequently 
reported clinical adverse events, other than asthenia, among patients receiving NORVIR were gastrointestinal and neuro¬ 
logical disturbances including nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, anorexia, abdominal pain, taste perversion, and circumoral and 
peripheral paresthesias. Similar adverse event profiles were reported in patients receiving ritonavir in other trials.

Body as a Whole: Abdomen enlarged, accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, cachexia, chest pain, chills, facial 
edema, facial pain, flu syndrome, hormone level altered, hypothermia, kidney pain, neck pain, neck rigidity, pain (unspec¬ 
ified), substemal chest pain, and photosensitivity reaction. 

Cardiovascular System: Hemorrhage, hypotension, migraine, palpitation, peripheral vascular disorder, postural 
hypotension, syncope, and tachycardia. 

Digestive System: Abnormal stools, bloody diarrhea, cheilitis, cholangitis, colitis, dry mouth, dysphagia, eructation, 
esophagitis, gastritis, gastroenteritis, gastrointestinal disorder, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, gingivitis, hepatitis.

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: Avitaminosis, dehydration, edema, glycosuria, gout, hypercholesteremia, periph¬ 
eral edema, and weight loss. 

Musculoskeletal System: Arthralgia, arthrosis, joint disorder, muscle cramps, muscle weakness, myositis, and twitching. 

Nervous System: Abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, anxiety, aphasia, ataxia, confusion, convulsion, 
depression, diplopia, emotional lability, euphoria, grand mal convulsion, hallucinations, hyperesthesia, incoordination, 
libido decreased, nervousness, neuralgia, neuropathy, paralysis, peripheral neuropathy, peripheral sensory neuropathy, 
personality disorder, tremor, urinary retention, and vertigo. 

Respiratory System: Asthma, dyspnea, epistaxis, hiccup, hypoventilation, increased cough, interstitial pneumonia, lung 
disorder, and rhinitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Acne, contact dermatitis, dry skin, eczema, folliculitis, maculopapular rash, molluscum contagio- 
sum, pruritus, psoriasis, seborrhea, urticaria, and vesiculobullous rash. 

Special Senses: Abnormal electro-oculogram, abnormal electroretinogram, abnormal vision, amblyopia/blurred vision, 
blepharitis, ear pain, eye pain, hearing impairment, increased cerumen, iritis, parosmia, photophobia, taste loss, tinnitus, 
uveitis, and visual field defect.

Post-Marketing Experience: 

There have been postmarketing reports of seizure. Cause and effect relationship has not been established. 

Dehydration, usually associated with gastrointestinal symptoms, and sometimes resulting in hypotension, syncope, or 
renal insufficiency has been reported. Syncope, orthostatic hypotension, and renal insufficiency have also been reported 
without known dehydration.

OVERDOSAGE 

Acute Overdosage 

Human Overdose Experience: Human experience of acute overdose with NORVIR is limited. One patient in clinical tri¬ 
als took NORVIR 1500 mg/day for two days. The patient reported paresthesias which resolved after the dose was 
decreased. A post-marketing case of renal failure with eosinophilia has been reported with ritonavir overdose. 

The approximate lethal dose was found to be greater than 20 times the related human dose in rats and 10 times the 
related human dose in mice. 

Management of Overdosage 

Treatment of overdose with NORVIR consists of general supportive measures including monitoring of vital signs and 
observation of the clinical status of the patient. There is no specific antidote for overdose with NORVIR. If indicated, 
elimination of unabsorbed drug should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage; usual precautions should be observed to 
maintain the airway. Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid in removal of unabsorbed drug. Since 
ritonavir is extensively metabolized by the liver and is highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to be beneficial in sig¬ 
nificant removal of the drug. A Certified Poison Control Center should be consulted for up-to-date information on the 
management of overdose with NORVIR.

tical issues. With some 6,000 to 
8,000 patients now unable to rely 
on the club for pot, law enforce¬ 
ment may now expect to find 
them furtively searching for the 
drug on the streets and in city 
parks, or growing it themselves if 
they’re able (which many aren’t). 

However, San Francisco city of¬ 
ficials who strongly back the rights 
of patients under Proposition 215, 
the Compassionate Care Act that 
Peron authored and which al¬ 
lowed the CHC to operate as long 
as it did, may soon be stepping in 
to help. According to Dick Pabich, 
Mayor Willie Brown’s AIDS poli¬ 
cy advisor, a meeting will be held 
today, Thursday, May 28, to dis¬ 
cuss ways the city can legally pro¬ 
vide medical marijuana to patients 
with a doctor’s prescription. 
Brown, District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan, City Attorney Louise 
Renne, Hennessey, Health Direc¬ 
tor Dr. Mitch Katz, and Supervisor 
Mark Leno, among others, are ex¬ 
pected to attend. 

The biggest challenges, said 
Pabich, will be obtaining an ade¬ 
quate supply of medical pot, and 
figuring out how to dispense it 
without putting city employees in 
danger of being prosecuted. 

Beyond that, there’s the ques¬ 
tion of intent and timing in Lun- 
gren’s shutting 1444 Market 
Street. Judge Cahill’s order to 
close the building referred solely 
to the “public nuisance” created 
by the dispensing of marijuana at 
the CHC, but ignored that the 
building also housed Peron’s gu¬ 
bernatorial campaign headquar¬ 
ters. While the court noted it was 
acting at the behest of Lungren,

California’s top law-enforcement 
officer, it overlooked that Lungren 
is a rival gubernatorial candidate. 

“It’s irrelevant that the cam¬ 
paign headquarters is there,” a 
Lungren spokesperson told the 
Bay Area Reporter Monday. “The 
criminal activity is what the sher¬ 
iff was under orders to shut down. 
Having the campaign headquar¬ 
ters there doesn’t allow carte 
blanche to conduct illegal activi¬ 
ty. Obviously the campaign can be 
conducted from wherever he 
[Peron] chooses.” 

Neither the mainstream press, 
the general public, nor the state’s 
legal machinery seemed to care 
much about Lungren using the 
power of his office, barely a week 
before primary elections, to effec- 
I tively quash his Republican oppo¬ 
nent’s base of operations. The 
city’s two main daily newspapers 
either ignored Peron’s candidacy 
(the Chronicle never mentioned 
it), or made only a fleeting refer¬ 
ence. 

Only Hennessey expressed 
concern, noting that “Dennis will 
be forced to run his campaign out 
of his back pocket, which is kind 
of strange when you think that 
the moving party in the matter is 
the Attorney General, who Den¬ 
nis is running against. That’s the 
big irony.” 

Serious candidacy 

Despite the media’s efforts to 
ignore his campaign, and the 
GOP establishment’s attempts to 
paint him as a latter-day Don 
Quixote tilting at windmills with 
a campaign that is little more than 
a front for his “real” agenda of 
peddling pot to patients, Peron 
has made it abundantly clear that 


he is serious about getting elect¬ 
ed. 

In declaring his candidacy last 
August, Peron presented himself 
as “the liberal Republican choice” 
who was a Vietnam veteran, a for¬ 
mer restaurateur, and a gay man 
who lost his lover to AIDS. He ar¬ 
gued for cutting sales and busi¬ 
ness taxes, reducing prison popu¬ 
lations while locking up violent 
criminals, building schools rather 
than prisons, maintaining 
women’s right to abortion (a po¬ 
sition vehemently opposed by 
Lungren), protecting the environ¬ 
ment, and promoting racial unity, 
among other goals. 

On February 20, Peron 
demonstrated his determination 
by storming the Republican con¬ 
vention in Burlingame with 50 of 
his followers, against the will of 
Lungren and other party delegates 
who had tried to keep him shut 
out. Once inside the hall, he de¬ 
manded that his platform be 
heard, but was not allowed to 
speak. More recently, in turning 
the CHC’s operation over to 
Rodgers on April 20, Peron ex¬ 
pressed relief and enthusiasm that 
finally the way was clear for him 
to concentrate full time on his 
quest for the governorship. 

On Monday, with election day 
looming and mainstream guber¬ 
natorial candidates blitzing televi¬ 
sion with' millions of dollars’ 
worth of ads, with sheriff’s 
deputies occupying the CHC and 
the Peron for Governor campaign 
headquarters, and with more than 
150 CHC patients milling around 
outside their former dispensary - 
looking alternately dejected and 
defiant - Peron stood on the side¬ 
walk, patiently answering count¬ 
less questions from reporters. 

As usual, he spoke of the need 
he’s been trying so hard to ad¬ 
dress, getting medicinal marijua¬ 
na to people who need it, much as 
his deceased lover once needed it. 
He also talked about reforming 
the cruel politics that made it pos¬ 
sible for Lungren to shut the CHC 
and oust its patients. He then took 
a break from questioning to climb 
aboard a passing tourist bus, wav¬ 
ing to the passengers, as a sup¬ 
ported with a bullhorn an¬ 
nounced loudly: “Ladies and gen¬ 
tlemen, the next governor of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Dennis Peron!” 

A few minutes later, as he re¬ 
sumed his place on the sidewalk 
with the other CHC members 
looking up through the windows 
at cops inventorying belongings in 
his former office, Peron said wist¬ 
fully, “I don’t expect to ever see the 
inside of that building again.” He 
was surprised Wednesday, when 
Henessey briefly allowed him to 
enter the club and move out cam¬ 
paign-related property. ▼

An interview with Mexico's first openly gay legislator

* exico’s new opposition- 
led congress is all about 
breaking taboos. For ex¬ 
ample, former Finance Secretary 
Guillermo Ortiz - instead of re¬ 
ceiving the usual rubber-stamp 
approval of the president’s budget 
- was practically booed off the 
house floor last November. And 
even though his budget was ap¬ 
proved in December without 
changes, it was not without un¬ 
precedented negotiations between 
the political parties. 

Smoking - a time-honored 
legislative vice - was banned from 
the halls of the Congress, or at 
least in the lower house where op¬ 
position deputies were able to 
steal the Institutional Revolution¬ 
ary Party’s (PRI) 68-year majority 
from the ruling party last July. 

And Patria Jimenez, an out¬ 
spoken lesbian legislator, plunks 
down a rainbow flag at her newly- 


won opposition seat on the house 
floor each day. 

“My election to Congress,” the 
new congresswoman says, “has 
catapulted the gay rights mov- 
ment ahead some 10 years.” 

Jimenez, 40, is the ninth of 10 
children born to conservative par¬ 


ents in the state of San Luis Poto- 
si. Though her father was a 
staunch PRI politician, the young 
Jimenez cut her political teeth in 
the raucous gay rights and femi¬ 
nist movements that roused Mex¬ 
ico City in the 1970s. 


A psychology student at Uni- 
versidad Nacional Autonoma de 
Mexico (UNAM) at the time, 
Jimenez soon dropped academics 
to dedicate herself to leftist poli¬ 
tics. She worked six years as an in¬ 
ternal combustion engine me¬ 
chanic and another eight as a sil¬ 


versmith and outdoor crafts ven¬ 
dor. But in 1994, with the Zap¬ 
atista rebellion in Chiapas, 
Jimenez finally gave up her day 
jobs to become a full-time activist. 

As a member of the leftist Rev¬ 
olutionary Workers’ Party (PRT), 


she ran for federal deputy in 1982 
and for Mexico City assembly¬ 
woman in 1991. But it wasn’t until 
1997, when the Democratic Revo¬ 
lutionary Party (PRD) chose her as 
an external candidate, that she was 
swept into office on a wave of anti- 
PRI and pro-democracy senti¬ 
ment. Jimenez’s path has not been 
an easy one. She has struggled to 
gain the acceptance of her own 
familiy, then to convince lesbians 
and feminists to organize together 
and lastly to pressure a largely 
Catholic society to recognize the 
rights of gays and lesbians. 

From her new vantage point in 
Congress, Jimenez hopes to push 
the Mexican gay rights movement 
to new heights. While she’s the only 
open homosexual there, the legis¬ 
lator is confident her work in the 
Equity and Gender Commission 
she helped create, for example, will 
be effective. Also on her agenda for 
1998: women’s issues like domestic 
violence and health care, and press¬ 
ing the government to negotiate 


It’s understandable that gay 
people in the political scene are 
very guarded; they believe their 
sexuality will be used against them 
and they’ll lose “moral authority.”

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125,0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BIO regimens. The mean 
t SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C*..) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21). the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/m'. The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration ol stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0 008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times tanging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% 1 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/m*. The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m*. The percent ot the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% alter oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS” section) 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com- 
monly in controlled trials.

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended 
daily dosage revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic over¬ 
dosage include peripheral neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. It is 
not known whether stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis 
or hemodialysis.

with the Zapatista rebels in war- 
torn southern Mexico. 

Following the December 22 
massacre in Acteal, Chiapas, 
where paramilitary groups shot 
and hacked 45 people, primarily 
women and children, to death, 
Jimenez has been on several fact¬ 
finding trips to the region and has 
pressured the government to 
withdraw military troops and 
comply with the partial peace ac¬ 
cords signed between the govern¬ 
ment and Zapatista National Lib¬ 
eration Army in February 1996. 

She was also one of the first 
legislators to take up the case of 
11 former congressional pages 
who claimed last November that 
their boss in the Chamber of 
Deputies had pressured them to 
have sex with legislators. Though 
Rebecca Montes de Oca Garduno 
has denied, the claims, Jimenez is 
continuing the investigation and 
is determined to get Montes de 
Oca removed from her position. 

What does it mean to you to be 
the first open homosexual in the 
Mexican Congress? 

There have always been lesbians 
and gays in Mexican political po¬ 
sitions; it’s just that none of them 
have been open. If anyone was re¬ 
vealed as a homosexual in the 
past, it was because someone else 
wanted to destroy them or attack 
them politically. So, it’s under¬ 
standable that gay people in the 
political scene are very guarded; 
they believe their sexuality will be 
used against them and they’ll lose 
“moral authority.” 

So today, with this seat in the 
house, what we are doing in a way 
is building moral authority before 
society. Finally there was a politi¬ 
cal party (the PRD) that decided 
gays aren’t sick, despicable people; 
that we are citizens and therefore 
deserve the rights of citizens, like 
having a vote in Congress. 

How did you first get involved in 
lesbian and feminist politics? 

In 1979, when I was a student at 
UNAM, I discovered a group of 
lesbian feminist women who were 
getting very active and promoting 
gay rights and women’s rights. It 
was the beginning of the gay 
movement so there was a lot of 
work to do and there were a lot of 
changes taking place in society; 
we were right in the middle of all 
this. The movements required a 
lot of work and commitment, and 
being an activist almost became a 
way of living. The feminist move¬ 
ment was a very important com¬ 
plement to the gay movement and 
we shared an important political 
alliance. We backed each other up 
because one movement fed the

other. 

As for the gay movement, we 
appealed to the feminists to incor¬ 
porate the demands of lesbians 
and homosexuals in their plat¬ 
forms. From the feminist move¬ 
ment, we pushed the issue of the 
need for the political participation 
and visibility of women in the 
leadership of the gay movement. 

It was hard to get the feminists 
to take up the gay banner, because 
many of them were afraid and 
didn’t want to be identified with 
lesbians. There was even one 
group that left a coalition saying 
that admitting lesbians into the 
group would be like admitting 
prostitutes and drug addicts 
[laughs] ... but we insisted - and 
continue to insist - that the polit¬ 
ical argument was a question of 
women’s sexual rights and that 
feminists could not afford to be 
accomplices in the prejudice and 
stigma against us. 

When did you first know you were 
a lesbian, and how did that affect 
your political development? 

Well, I knew that since I was very 
young that I’d always been drawn 
to women (like my favorite grade 
school teacher), but I didn’t know 
I was a lesbian - I didn’t even 
know there was such a thing. It 
wasn’t until I was 17 ... that a 
(male) friend first explained to 
me that some women date other 
women. I was so struck by the 
idea that such a thing was possi¬ 
ble and the knowledge that this 
was what I was, I asked him, 
“Could you introduce me to some 
of these women?” 

How did your family react? 

There were problems when they 
first found out, when I was about 
17. With time, about half of my 
family has accepted me and we 
have a very good relationship. The 
other half of my brothers and sis¬ 
ters are very conservative and it’s 
been a real struggle for them to 


have a lesbian sister. The problem, 
for them, is not just that I’m gay 
but that I’m a public lesbian, ap¬ 
pearing on television and running 
for political office. 

It’s ironic that much of my 
family thought that, as a leftist 
and a lesbian, I wouldn’t be able 
to go far professionally. Yet today 
I’m a federal deputy, exactly be¬ 
cause I’m a leftist, because I’m a 
feminist, because I’m a lesbian, 
etc. Because of all those reasons 
that seemed to be so bad, now I’m 
a success. 

What are the challenges in general 
for gays and lesbians in Mexico? 

The biggest problem is that gay 
people don’t know their rights. 
That’s why we have worked so 
hard to get out this primer on the 
human rights of gays. 

There is a lot of work left to do. 
There is an abuse of power by the 
authorities against gay people, 
among all the authorities - judi¬ 
cial police, city police - there still 
exists a lot of extortion, blackmail 
and harassment. It’s common for 
police to pick you up and if you 
look gay and charge you a fine. 
These are still everyday practices 
in the entire Mexican republic. 

Now where those from the 
PAN (National Action Party) are 
governing, they’re carrying out 
measures to pressure gay people 
off the streets. They shut down 
gay bars and threatened them that 
they can’t walk in public plazas 
and places like Aguascalientes, 
Guanajuato, Veracruz and Baja 
California. 

How have the other legislators 
treated you since you took office 
last September? 

People have behaved professionally. 
We’re doing political work and 
that’s what counts here - your work 
in commissions, the proposals you 
make and how you make them. I’m 
good at that and I think that’s what 
people are seeing, so far. ▼

Former San Francisco Ballet prima 
ballerina Ruby Asquith Christensen 
died May 16 in Marin, Calif., from can¬ 
cer.

AIDS Cure Party 
presidential candidate 
Steve Michael dies

> teve Michael of ACT 
• UP/Washington died of 
complications of AIDS on 
May 25 after being hospitalized for 
about a month. He was 42. The ac¬ 
tivist was born and raised near 
Portland, Oregon. His twenties 
were an unsettled period where he 
married, fathered two sons, came 
to terms with being gay, and roved 
the Pacific Coast. He met Wayne 
Turner in Seattle in 1991 and the 
pair formed a bond of love and 
AIDS activism that continued 
until his death. He was superbly 
skilled at using the media to ad¬ 
vance the issues of AIDS. 

In a series of extended inter¬ 
views in 1996, Michael said that 
testing positive for HIV in Janu¬ 
ary 1992 “upped the ante, it 
changed the focus. It clicked in my 
mind, all the skills and talents I 
have that are political, I can use 
them to force politicians to do 
good things on AIDS.” 

His vehicle became the Presi¬ 
dential Project of ACT UP. 
Michael Petrelis had started it as a 
way to inject AIDS into the presi¬ 
dential election. Michael and 
Turner were inspired to zap De-

mocratic candidate Senator Tom 
Harkin of Iowa at a Seattle event. 
They succeeded in garnering press 
attention for the issue. Quickly 
the pair scrounged tickets and 
flew to meet Petrelis and joined in 
the New Hampshire effort. They 
later dogged candidate Bill Clin¬ 
ton in the small towns of South 
Dakota, back in Seattle, at the na¬ 
tional convention, and through¬ 
out the fall campaign. 


Michael moved to the Capital 
in 1993 and, after an acrimonious 
struggle, gained control of the 
local ACT UP chapter. He and 
Turner, often seemingly single 
handedly, constantly raised AIDS 
before the public and the nation¬ 
al media. It was tough going early 
on when most of the AIDS estab¬ 
lishment was relieved just to see 
the end of the Reagan/Bush years, 
and had their hopes so closely tied 
to Clinton that they did little to 
hold him accountable. Only re¬ 
cently have many come to admit 
publicly that Michael was right to 
continue his pressure. 

He got his name on the Democ¬ 
ratic presidential primary ballot in 
New Hampshire in 1996 and ran 
television ads that promoted con¬ 
dom use and showed how to clean 
needles to reduce the spread of HIV. 
A television station balked at airing 
these normally taboo subjects and 
rescheduled some of the ads. He 
challenged that before the Federal 
Communications Commission and 
won a precedent-setting ruling that 
the station had violated the candi¬ 
date’s right to political speech. He 
later made a putative run for presi¬ 
dent with Ann Northrop as the 
AIDS Cure Party, again to gain at¬ 
tention for the disease. 

He developed strong local po¬ 
litical ties with Mayor Marion 
Barry. He pushed for needle ex¬ 
change programs and organized a 
ballot initiative for medical use of 
marijuana. He also served as chair 
of the oversight committee of the 
local Ryan White planning coun¬ 
cil and fought for accountability 
from service providers.

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Vaccine time flies 
(Are we having fun yet?)

P ast September an article in 
this space, entitled “San 
fM Francisco’s Vaccine Van¬ 
guard,” described enrollment in 
San Francisco and 13 other cities 
of HIVNET 014/AVEG 202, a 
Phase II trial of two candidate 
preventive vaccines, Pasteur 
Merieux Connaught (PMC)’s 
ALVAC vCP205, used with and 
without Chiron rgpl20. A Phase 
II trial is a test to confirm safety 
and immune response, following 
small Phase I studies and preced¬ 
ing Phase III trials that (with sev¬ 
eral thousand at-risk partici¬ 
pants) would be large enough to 
measure efficacy in preventing in¬ 
fection or modifying disease after 
infection. At the time of that arti¬ 
cle it looked like PMC’s combina¬ 
tion, which had already been 
demonstrated to stimulate some 
cellular and antibody immune re¬ 
sponse, could move into efficacy 
trials by 1999, soon after complet¬ 
ing this trial among 420 lower- 
and higher-risk subjects. 

The Phase II trial enrolled fully 
by the end of 1997 and is con¬ 
tributing important data for mov¬ 
ing forward. But the road of sci- 


Pushing the envelope 

This delay and ongoing re¬ 
search into HIV envelope and an¬ 
tibody has also raised questions 
about the second part of the com¬ 
bination. Chiron has also been 
moving ahead with more ad¬ 
vanced concepts. That company 
has decided that its SF-2 rgpl20 
in the current Phase II trial prob¬ 
ably has little or no prospect 
to become a commercial 
product, because of 
what we’ve learned 
in the meantime about 
the virus and antibody. 

Since it would cost Chi¬ 
ron many millions of dol 
lars to produce this old 
rgpl20 for a large 
trial, it is instead 
moving ahead in 
Thailand with a com¬ 
bination envelope vaccine that in¬ 
cludes a local Thai strain of wild 
type virus, which current thinking 
considers more promising for a 
useful antibody. 

This is the same approach Vax- 
Gen is taking with its domestic 
and Thai gpl20s (see “VaxGen: 
Pushing the Envelope,” in this col¬ 
umn in January). Chiron is also 
moving ahead with some other 
approaches besides envelope pro¬ 
teins.

ence, and industry, seldom runs 
straight. In the meantime, PMC 
has made what it thinks are two 
improvements in its ALVAC vac¬ 
cine. The company has added an¬ 
other HIV gene (nef) to the genes 
that were in vCP205 (gag, part of 
pol, and part of env) creating 
vCP1433, and added some coding 
sequences from another virus 
(vaccinia) to improve the expres¬ 
sion of ALVAC in human cells, in 
VCP1452. PMC likes this last con¬ 
struct best, because it believes it is 
the best it can do with the ALVAC 
canarypox vector, and because 
VCP1452 will be easier to produce 
in large quantities. Of course the 
proof will be in the testing; a pre¬ 
vious “improvement,” vCP300, 
was a washout last year. 

So the company, with cooper¬ 
ation from the AIDS Vaccine Eval¬ 
uation Group (AVEG), has decid¬ 
ed to delay production of vaccine 
for an efficacy or proof of concept 
trial until the two new ALVACs 
can be compared against vCP205 
in a new Phase I trial. This kind of 
delay for companies to improve 
products is not unfamiliar in drug 
development, but it does push out 
the dates for testing this concept. 
The new Phase I comparison trial, 
AVEG034, should begin enroll¬ 
ment this summer, with data to 
allow choice of an ALVAC prod¬ 
uct by early 1999. 

Unfortunately, PMC won’t 
begin production of enough vac¬ 
cine for an efficacy or proof of 
concept trial until this decision is 
made, and it predicts production 
of manufacturing grade vaccine 
will take about a year. This means 
a government sponsored efficacy 
trial is pushed into the year 2000. 
Or later. 


The ALVAC delay and Chiron’s 
reluctance to participate and redi¬ 
rection has made it likely that an¬ 
other, theoretically better, enve¬ 
lope vaccine will be needed in 
time for the now delayed ALVAC 
trial. At present the two most like¬ 
ly alternatives are a wildtype 
rgpl60 that PMC is making itself 
and the VaxGen double strain (bi¬ 
valent) gpl20. Clearly PMC 
would be happy to have two of its 
own products in trials together, 
but its gpl60 is early in develop¬ 
ment and presents additional 
problems that need to be ironed 
out, by making it harder to distin¬ 
guish vaccine-induced antibody 
from actual infection. The PMC 
rgpl60 will be used in the three- 
month and six-month boost of 
the three canarypox constructs in 
AVEG 034, and the VaxGen 
AIDSVAX will probably be added 
to the ALVAC-only arm of the on¬ 
going Phase II trial. 

This means that there should 
be at least some data within the 
next year to identify two products 
for the U.S. government’s first 
long-discussed and long-awaited 
efficacy trial. The government tri¬ 
als networks, after years of talk 
and vaccine preparedness, are be¬ 
ginning to let its investigators 
begin designing trials for the mil¬ 
lennium. 

Meanwhile, VaxGen is moving 
ahead, setting up a private trial of 
its new gpl20 tp test the concept 
of antibody alone in the U.S. and 
Thailand. The company is cur¬ 
rently refining a protocol and 
identifying sites; San Francisco is 
likely to be one of them. 

Good words, little action 

Last week saw the first anniver¬ 
sary of President Clinton’s chal¬ 


lenge to develop a preventive vac¬ 
cine in a decade. Mayor Brown is¬ 
sued a proclamation and honored 
local volunteers, companies, and 
even a vaccine advocate. This was 
an altogether upbeat affair. On the 
Friday before, the AIDS Vaccine 
Advocacy Coalition (AVAC) is¬ 
sued its more critical report, Nine 
Years and Counting: Will we have 
an HIV vaccine by 2007? 

The message from AVAC 
is that it has been a year 
of good words and not 
enough action. Agen¬ 
cies funded to conduct 
HIV vaccine research 
and development must 
establish clearer plans 
and goals to expand 
the vaccine pipeline. 
The U.S. Govern¬ 
ment must be clear 
abouUwho should take responsi¬ 
bility and accountability to 
achieve these goals. Increased 
commitment, funding, and 
courage is required from all sec¬ 
tors. The report states that at the 
current level of effort we will not 
meet the ten-year goal and that 
the logical answer is to do many 
things at once in a clearly planned 
effort.

■ | t’s tough to catch windsurfers 

actually doing their thing. 

Usually, if they’re doing it, 
they’re in the middle of the Bay. 
They don’t really have meetings, 
but do get together on occasion. 
But you don’t often hear about 
tag-team windsurfing. Like surf¬ 
ing, its wingless forefather (fore- 
dudei), the sport is very much a 
league of individuals. 

One of those individuals, Tom 
Bacon, is somewhat psyched to go 
to Amsterdam in his chosen sport. 
Not totally psyched, since, until 
recently, there was talk of scrap¬ 
ping the event, due to low num¬ 
bers. Only about 25 people pre¬ 
registered. 

But now the event has been 
verified, and late entries in the 
fledgling event will be added with 
no late charge. Novices are wel¬ 
come, and you don’t have to drag 
the equipment halfway around 
the world. All the stuff will be pro¬ 
vided for this thankfully least of 
competitive events. 

Bacon, who’s lived in the Bay 
Area for years, but was raised in 
Alaska, says there is interest in Eu¬ 
rope. Germany and the Nether¬ 
lands will both make up the ma¬ 
jority of non-American partici¬ 
pants, despite the sport of wind¬ 
surfing having a seemingly U.S. 
appeal (I’m thinking oddly-con¬ 
cocted ESPN events with frequent 
commercial breaks for energy 
drinks). 

The preference among orga¬ 
nizers is for fleet racing, meaning

everyone goes at once, not timed 
trials. The choice of board de¬ 
pends on the sponsorship of the 
event, which the Dutch will no 
doubt manage. Depending on 
wind conditions, races will be 
held between Sunday and Friday, 
so their schedule will unfortu¬ 
nately be at the whim of Mama 
Nature. 

Up to 120 participants 
will flower the Dutch 
waters with floating, 
near-flying craft on the 
Nieuwe Meer. Surfing con¬ 
ditions, though, are similar 
to the San Francisco Bay, said 
Bacon. “It’s hard to play 
in a bay without 
much wind.” 

That should make 
it a different sort of 
challenge, which is 
what Bacon likes in his exercise 
and sports. While certainly not 
the easiest of sports, windsurfing 
provides a great thrill to the laid- 
back outdoorsman, who also 
hikes, skis, and surfs. 

Temporary stupidity 

Bacon is also aware of the risk 
of what some promoters market 
as an “extreme” sport - i.e., one 
that arrogantly defies gravity. He 
recalls one ski mishap where his 
head landed half a foot from a 
tree trunk. 

Snowboarding (which proba¬ 
bly won’t be a Gay Games event 
until the Federation decides to 
add a Winter Games) came easier. 
Bacon took three lessons and was 
into it. The worst part, though, is 
the immediate (and potential 
long-term) damage to one’s 
knees. 

He mostly goes to Lake Tahoe 
for downhill skiing, but the 
40something outdoorsman 
knows his limits, and how to push 
them. As he does, for instance, 
when handling an 8-foot high, 
272 centimeter-long board with a 
Mylar-reinforced sail that resem¬ 
bles the wing of a gargantuan 
dragonfly. 

“It’s fun,” he said simply as to 
why he does it. “To cut across the 
wind like that. I go out a couple of 
miles at Coyote Point, way out to 
Third Avenue.” Barring the occa¬ 
sional Chinese freighter (off to 
dock somewhere and enjoy the 
butt-kissing economic aide of The 



Hat, who seems to enjoy welcom¬ 
ing the business of countries that 
torture Tibetan monks), a wind¬ 
surfing trek across Candlestick 
Bay is three minutes each way. 

But is there a “locals-only” at¬ 
titude similar to that of surfers? 
Fortunately, “Not at all. Coyote 
Point has a cool yuppie crowd, you 
know, the Marina crowd.” The 
part of the bay near 
Candlestick - oops, 
3Com Park - at low 
tides is often a good space 
for beginners and rentals, 
since it’s close to town, and 
the dock has easy access. 

Other aquatic haunts 
on Bacon’s list include 
the delta of the Sacra¬ 
mento River, Rio Vista, 
and Sherman Island. 
At all these places, the 
weather’s warmer than our fog 
bowl home, so he switches to a 
spring wetsuit as opposed to a 
thicker full-body wetsuit. 

Bacon encourages rookies to 
try the sport. “At first, everybody 
looks stupid. Just keep it up until 
you don’t look stupid!” 

But while one of his fears is 
certainly not looking foolish for 
trying a new sport, he does fear 
sea lions, or more specifically, hit¬ 
ting one. It’s like running into 
fatty slab of wall. “I just don’t like 
them.” Usually, though, a sure eye 
on the water can prevent such 
mammalian mishaps. 

And as Gay Pride Month rears 
its enormous lumbering rainbow 
head, Bacons discounts the idea of 
a gay “group” of windsurfers, per 
se, strolling down (er, up, this 
year) Market Street. “Gay people 
are just doing what people do,” he 
said. Besides, “Windsurfers are 
such individuals.” 

Nevertheless, he did mention 
that “one end of Crissy Field 
seems to attract a gay crowd - all 
four of us!” ▼

here’s one player in particular I’m 
thinking of,” says Jadine Louie, con¬ 
ductor and artistic director of SF 
Lesbian and Gay Freedom Band. “He 
came to us less than a year ago, and picked up his 
horn after an incredibly long absence. He was play¬ 
ing, like, ten percent of the notes, and constantly 
looking around him, feeling very shy. But the band 
members were very encouraging, and now he’s telling 
others what to do. I love it, love seeing that growth!” 

Louie leans forward on her chair, flipping through 
the dog-eared pages of a huge scrapbook balancing 


on her knees, her voice echoing in a rehearsal room 
at the Jon Sims Center for the Performing Arts. From 
other rooms come sounds from trumpeters, French 
horn players, clarinetists, and others warming up. 
Strains of the 1812 Overture can be heard. 

The band is rehearsing for its big 20th Anniver¬ 
sary Festival open-air performance at Yerba Buena 
Gardens on Saturday, May 30. It will be the featured 
act in an all-day program sponsored in part by the 
Queer Cultural Center and Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts. The festival brings together Cheer San 
Francisco, the GAPA Chorus, the Dixieland Dykes, 


David Mills, the Golden Gate Men’s Chorus, and 
Trauma Flintstone, to name only a few participants. 

But for the moment Louie is being nostalgic, re¬ 
calling the band’s formative days. 

“I’m a native San Franciscan,” Louie notes, scan¬ 
ning news clippings from 1978. “I was here then, but 
quite a bit younger. At the time the band came 
along, I was a teenager just watching it go by.” 

She points to the first item in the scrapbook, a 
typed press release on yellowed paper bearing the 
heading, “Gay Freedom Day Marching Band: Play- 
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by Timothy Pfaff 


n just the past couple of years, Billy 
Budd, Benjamin Britten’s sixth and 
most homoerotic opera, has estab¬ 
lished as secure a place in the interna¬ 
tional operatic repertoire a s Peter Grimes, with im¬ 
portant new Budds sprouting even in non-English- 
speaking opera capitals. Right now it’s moving 
even more decisively center-stage. Last week Erato 
released the first commercial, complete recording 
of Britten’s original four-act Billy Budd of 1951. 
Next week, the far more familiar revised, two-act 
version of 1960 surfaces on a “Metropolitan Opera 
Presents” telecast. Both Billy Budd novices and old 
hands on deck can hardly afford to miss either. 

Since Britten revised Billy Budd for the BBC, the 
opera could be said to be made for television. The 
Texaco-sponsored PBS telecast that airs Friday, 
June 5 at 9 p.m. is, quite simply, as good as Billy 
Budd gets, at least this side of the Atlantic. The 
Met’s John Dexter production looks as good as it 
did when it was new 20 years ago. William Dud¬ 
ley’s ingenious designs for the S.S. Indomitable 
(the unit set moves smoothly to bring from two to 
five of the ship’s decks into view at any one time) 
work the same magic on TV as they do in the the¬ 
ater. And even for the cameras, Gil Wechsler’s mas¬ 
terful lighting creates a panoply of atmospheres 
and moods. 


But it’s the Met’s latest cast that makes this Budd 
uniquely worthy of broadcast. When the production 
was new, the role of Captain Vere — who frames the 
narrative and provides the emotional nexus for the 
opera’s (and author Herman Melville’s) central 
themes of good versus evil and, biblically, the au¬ 
thority of the law versus the saving power of love — 
was sung by Peter Pears, Britten’s longtime lover and 
the creator of the role. Not since Pears has a tenor so 
fully realized Vere’s wisdom, authority, and agony as 
this production’s Philip Langridge. 

And arguably not since Theodor Uppman sang 
the opera’s premiere has a baritone seemed as nat¬ 
ural a Billy as the Met’s Dwayne Croft,, who also 
has the right pheromones for the part and knows 
how to wear sailors’ whites. There’s no question 
why this handsome foretopman steals the hearts 
and wins the allegiance of everyone on board — 
except, of course, master-at-arms John Claggart, 
who’s as drawn to him as anyone but threatened to 
his thoroughly rotten core by Billy’s “beauty, hand¬ 
someness, goodness.” 

Croft’s quietly heart-rending “Gethsemane 
scene” before his execution for unintentionally 
killing Claggart rests like a benediction on the per¬ 
formance as a whole. If James Morris’ Claggart has 
lost some of the steadiness and sheer vocal depth it

eith Hennessy has made a 

I ""%_ name for himself with his 
provocative performance 
art, but with his solo piece Box , he 
takes pains to soothe the audience 
before he begins to provoke. 

In a surprising prologue, Hen¬ 
nessy comes on stage in heels, 
capri pants, a sequined top, dan¬ 
gling earrings, and blissful smile. 
After performing a dance number 
to a cheesy rock instrumental, he 
talks to the audience in the 
breathy guise of a veteran Las 
Vegas hostess. The coming fire ef¬ 
fect has been tested, he assures us, 
and the traditional space between 
audience and performer will be 
mostly preserved. “All I can say is, 
don’t worry,” he tells the tightly 
packed audience. 

After a costume change, Hen¬ 
nessy returns to present a series of 
scenes that deal with the travesties 
of imprisonment, though the sub¬ 
ject is only clearly defined in a 
press release. During most of the 
piece’s 90 minutes, imagination 
must be taxed to make a connec¬ 
tion. A multi-versed recital of “My 
Bonnie Lies Over the Ocean,” a 
juggling routine performed as 
Hennessy counts his way to a bil¬ 
lion, and a long segment in which 
a mud-encrusted Hennessy plays 
with his spittle before a silent fig¬ 
ure gives him a bath are among 
his obtuse observations on, in the 
words of the press release, “the so¬ 
cial phenomenon of prison — 
both the cruel reality and the 
metaphoric cage.” 

The only time this subject is di¬ 
rectly addressed is in a one-sided, 
rapid-fire dialogue in which Hen¬ 
nessy argues with an unseen friend 


about the inequities of the justice 
system, with tangential tirades 
aimed at Willie Brown, the O.J. 
Simpson trial, and several other 
topics. Here, Hennessy is playing a 
kind of doofus intellectual, but 
within the semi-comic guise there 
are kernels of his message. 

Hennessy is an enchanting 
chameleon, skillfully finding the 
soul of characters as diverse as his 
soapbox debater and the Las 
Vegas matron. He can also sing, 
dance, and think — though what 
is he thinking about is not always 
clear. The effect, prison-like, can 
become tedium. T

Tap Dogs, the 
Aussie-born dance show, is 
making its second pass through 
San Francisco, and it’s a man’s, 
man’s, man’s, man’s world.

For 75 minutes, six guys in 
workboots pummel the stage, as 
well as a series of construction- 
site contraptions, with fetishized 
sex as an unmistakable, if unspo¬ 
ken subtext. From locker room- 
style towel snapping to boot wor¬ 
ship to orgasmic power tools to 
water sports, Tap Dogs manages to 
act macho-straight while sending 
off sweaty signals of homoerotica. 

But unlike Bring in Da Noise, 
Bring in Da Funk, which looks at 
tap through a black political per¬ 
spective, or Stomp, which under¬ 
scores its rhythmic inventions 
with a social dynamic, Tap Dogs 
too often succumbs to commo¬ 
tion without meaningful connec¬ 
tions. There is a vein of Las Vegas 
mentality running through the 
production, as smoke and sparks

" my Christian is the coordi¬ 
nator of the fourth annual 
In The Street: San Francis¬ 
co Street Theatre Festival, and a 
more enthusiastic interview I’ve 
never conducted. ITS is two days 
of circus performances, dance, 
spoken word, giant puppets — in 
short, all of the real-life stuff that 
is the heart and soul of live theatre. 

ITS differs from other street 
fairs in its refusal to include the 
sale of food or other products. The 
choice was deliberate, Christian 
explains. “We couldn’t tell the dif¬ 
ference between a mall and a street 
fair in San Francisco. We didn’t 
want the festival to become Big 
Multinational Corporation pre¬ 
sents... with the obligatory logo 
plastered on T-shirts and the rest.” 
Corporate sponsors are allowed to 
donate money, but only for a one- 
line listing in the program. 

Businesses are not the only 
donors, Christian ex¬ 
plains. “We wanted to 
keep it free, and so the 
artists donate their time. 

The amazing thing is 
that after four years it 
doesn’t get harder to 
finder artists willing to 
donate their time to per¬ 
form in the street, 
it gets easier. ITS is 
the only real street 
theatre fair in the 
United States, and it’s not about 
spending money, it’s about the the¬ 
atre. When you’re performing in 
the street, there are plenty of dis¬ 
tractions for the audience. They 
can just walk away if they lose in¬ 
terest, so the actors really have to 
push themselves. That means ac¬ 
tors have to be willing to take more 
risks.” 

Christian prides herself on the 
fact that the festival is as much 
about community as it is about 
performance. The fair takes place 
in the Tenderloin for lots of rea¬ 
sons, but mainly as a way to re¬ 
mind San Franciscans that the 
Tenderloin is a community, filled 
with kids and families doing their 
best to get along. Besides, Christ-

ian says, “the Tenderloin is a place 
where people are used to seeing 
stuff happening on the street.” 

The festival runs June 5 at 8 
p.m. at 6th Street Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, Harriet Street between Folsom 
and Howard, and June 
6-7 from noon to 6 p.m. 
at Ellis Street between 
Hyde and Leavenworth. 
With diversity both of 
form and ethnicity a 
goal, the range of acts is 
remarkable. Performers

Just for grown-ups 

Josh Kornbluth was in serious 
trouble. The solo performer’s au¬ 
tobiographical works ( Haiku Tun¬ 
nel ,, Red Diaper Baby) were highly 
praised, but as he explained to me 
in a brief phone conversation, he 
was “running out of life.” When an 
aunt told him he looked like Ben 
Franklin (“You could be the next 
Hal Holbrook,” she enthused), Ko¬ 
rnbluth was tempted to expand 
his repertoire. He made a trip to 
the bank for a $100 bill (“I turned 
in my jar of pennies”), and when 
the teller agreed that he did look 
like Franklin, the seed was sown. 

Unfortunately,' Kornbluth 
knew nothing more about Ben 
than the kite story, so he tried “to 
find a book about him with only 


the cool stuff.” Failing that, he 
started calling scholars and asking 
them for the cool highlights. 
They, alas, wanted him to study 
the whole man. A serendipitous 
performance in New Haven (the 
Franklin papers are housed at 
Yale) led him to Franklin’s own 
writings. The result is an explo¬ 
ration of Franklin and his loyalist 
son, and their intersection with 
Kornbluth and his own decidedly 
anti-American father. 

Of course, since the 
writer/performer is Josh Korn¬ 
bluth, you can expect wicked 
satire and laughs by the barrel. 
“You may assure your readers,” he 
concluded, “I do not wear a Ben 
Franklin wig.” Ben Franklin: Un- 
plugged runs through June 28 at 
the Gershwin Theatre, 2350 Turk. 
Call 392-4400 for tickets.

Ugly duckling makes good

he fairy tale about the ugly 
|| duckling who turns into a 
swan gets the gay once-over 
in writer-director Thom Fitzger¬ 
ald’s striking debut feature, The 
Hanging Garden, set in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. The former ugly 
duckling is “Sweet William,” a 
character we see in three different 
stages — abused child (Ian Par¬ 
sons), overweight teenager (Troy 
Veinotte), svelte swan-like gay 
man (Chris Leavins). In the film’s 
ambitious schema, these three 
sometimes appear in the same 
frame and sometimes interact. 

Not since Bette Davis in Now, 
Voyager have we seen such a radi¬ 
cal transformation of a sow’s ear. 
William’s fate as whipping boy for 
his alcoholic father Mac’s (Peter 
MacNeill) frustrations is estab¬ 
lished in the first scene, when 
Daddy is patiently trying to teach 
the boy the names of flowers. 
William’s mistake of watering 
them incorrectly triggers a violent 
beating, followed by hollow 
apologies and a promise of ice 
cream. Ice cream and other sweets 
prove to be the boy’s undoing; by 
the time he’s 16, he’s eaten himself 
into morbid obesity, a situation 
that, along with continued brutal¬ 
ity by his father, causes him to try 
to commit suicide. In a scene the 
film doesn’t show, William runs 
away to the big city, returning to 
his family ten years later looking 
every inch the slender, self-pos¬ 
sessed modern homosexual. 

The occasion for his return is 
his sister Rosemary’s (Kerry Fox) 
wedding, but this event holds 
more surprises than William’s re¬ 
turn. First, his sister is marrying 
hunky Fletcher (Joel S. Keller), 
William’s former best friend and 
secret teenage lover. Second, he 
has a new little sister, Violet 
(Christine Dunsworth), who 
looks nothing like her supposed 
parents. Third, his mother Iris 
(Seana McKenna), like him, sud¬ 
denly runs away from home. 

Director Fitzgerald uses consid¬ 
erable verbal and visual trickery to 
push what could be an ordinary 
drama about a dysfunctional fam¬ 
ily into deeper territory. In a 
brazen conceit, all the major char¬ 
acters are named after flowers or 
plants, a strategy that palls com¬ 
pared to some of the other tricks 
in his bag. Shots of plaster Virgin 
Marys coming to life to glare at 


these tortured, foul-mouthed Irish 
Catholics are faintly amusing but 
ultimately forgettable. More com¬ 
pelling by far are the scenes where 
characters from the past appear in 
the present. Sometimes this is 
treated casually but comes off as 
quite disturbing — as when 
William and his mother are talking 
in the kitchen and young William 
is in the background, then at the 
kitchen table silently offering 
grown William a cookie. This 
seemingly innocent image, re¬ 
minding William of his grim past, 
has the same kind of unnerving ef- 
• feet as the shots of the ghostly little 
girls in Kubrick’s The Shining. In 
another, more dramatic scene, 
William has an asthma attack and 
stumbles into the garden, where he 
sees his teenage self swinging by a 
noose from a tree. Fitzgerald’s 
straightforward introduction of 
such fantastic imagery has the dis¬ 
arming effect of making it seem 
utterly real. 

Measured effects 

The director carefully mea¬ 
sures his effects, sometimes set¬ 
ting a particularly intense se¬ 
quence offscreen. Such is the case 
with Mac’s discovery of his seem¬ 
ingly dead son in the garden. This 
is a scene that adult William con¬ 
jures up as a kind of vision, and 
it’s powerful indeed seeing him 
watch his father hysterical with 
grief as he finds his son apparent¬ 
ly dead in the beloved garden. 

Not all of The Hanging Garden 
is so ambitious or provocative. 
There’s some strong gutter wit 
and sharp observational humor in 
the family interplay, particularly 


between William and the women 
of the house. When his mother 
discreetly asks the name of his 
“friend,” he practically screams, 
“DICK!” Taken aback only slight¬ 
ly, she continues, “Do you love 
him?” and William seizes on the 
opportunity to be trashy: “Yes, I 
love DICK! 

One of the most welcome as¬ 
pects of this film is the relation¬ 
ship between teenage William and 
his pal Fletcher. In one of the 
teenage scenes we see them lolling 
on a wharf. Fletcher takes his shirt 
off and lies down, and William 
matter-of-factly lays his head on 
Fletcher’s chest* causing the latter 
to smile. Moving into the present, 
Fletcher’s lust for William returns 
and he tries to make out with him 
— the day after marrying his sis¬ 
ter— on what looks like the same 
wharf. (“You were my first,” he 
tells William, “and the best.”) In 
yet another flashback sequence 
that no Hollywood film would 
dare attempt, the fetching Fletch¬ 
er seduces teenage William in the 
garden. Told to undress by 
William’s mother because their 
clothes are wet, they do so, but in¬ 
stead of going in the house, they 
stay in the garden, embrace and 
begin to make love. The camera 
lingers on Fletcher’s buff body 
alongside William’s huge, naked 
form, giving the film a sense of 
sweet longing and authenticity 
that look positively radical next to 
most movie love scenes. ▼

initiated the style known as Theatre 
of the Absurd, lampooned the ba¬ 
nalities of suburban life. In the new' 
show, that classic play becomes The 
Balled Sopranos: At Home With The 
Kinsey Sicks. Refracting Ionesco’s 
absurd familial setting, the Sicks sat¬ 
irize gay life with songs and lead-in 
skits on a freewheeling variety of 
community-oriented topics. These 
include a meeting of The Society to 
Protect Endangered Feces (“We’ve 
made a load of a difference”); a lit¬ 
erary salon which strangely be¬ 
comes a defense of big hair; and, 
naturally, a Tupperware party, 
which culminates in a tribute to our 
sisterfags, “Baby Dyke” (from the 
Supremes’ “Baby Love”). 

The show’s second half reels in 
a similarly off-the-wall fashion 
throughout history, and includes 
a madrigal about golden showers, 
a touching Yiddish folktune

(don’t ask!), and the “lesbian” 
duet from the opera Lakme. Vocal 
virtuosity is much on display— I 
savored Winnie’s carillon imita¬ 
tion in “Where the Goys Are,” and 
especially the entire group’s imi¬ 
tation of a klezmer band. 


Creating their scenes through 
improv ensures the group’s quan¬ 
tum leaps into the illogical, while 
retaining a coherent whole. The 
wild air of spontaneity in the 
boy’s comedy is only slightly let 
down when they finally reach a 
song. The all-out presentation of 
the scenes contrasts sharply with 
the careful precision of the songs, 
and greater camouflage of the 
momentary break between speech 
and song would be an achieve¬ 
ment. But this is minor, and hard¬ 
ly disrupts the audience’s whole¬ 
hearted enjoyment. 

What the group does, without 
fail or let-up, is to dish out an elusive 
commodity that is my very favorite 
thing in entertainment: The Kinsey 
Sicks are a constant surprise. T

Preparing the way

n the closing weeks of the cur- 
<'■ rent San Francisco Symphony 
II season, Music Director 
Michael Tilson Thomas has been 
cleverly preparing audiences for 
the upcoming Mahler festival 
with some sympathetic program 
choices. 

Recently he has showcased 
Arnold Schoenberg’s orchestra¬ 
tion of Brahms’s Quartet in G 
minor, Opus 25, and Alban Berg’s 
thrilling Three Pieces for Orches¬ 
tra, Opus 6. This week he takes the 
gloves off for the subscription 
grand finale — Mahler’s own, 
massive Symphony No. 2, Resur¬ 
rection. If it is half as good as the 
briefer items, we are looking at a 
celebration of genius in every 
sense of the word. 

Of course, there has been other 
repertory on offer and, in charac¬ 
teristic fashion, our fearless leader 
has kept things moving with a 
sense of adventure. 

The latest appearance of teen 
violin virtuoso Sarah Chang was 
a crowd-pleaser that proved she 
has maintained her surprisingly 
muscular tone, along with an un¬ 
sentimental interpretive ap¬ 
proach. Her choice of the Sibelius 
Violin Concerto was artistically 
premature, however. 

Like so many other prodigies, 
she is simply unable to convey 
much depth in more expressive 
passages. With a little more 
mileage, Chang will undoubtedly 
join the ranks of more seasoned 
stars. In the meantime, Tilson

Thomas and orchestra wisely kept 
out of her way while she dazzled 
with her astonishing technique. 

, Still, it was the brilliant Piano 
Quartet in G minor that made the 
biggest splash that night. Brahms’ 
wonderful gypsy-tinged tunes, so 
inventively orchestrated by 
Schoenberg, give not only a nos¬ 
talgic nod to the late romantic 
world of Mahler, but also whet 
our appetite for more of his 
music. Subliminal advertising by 
MTT for the upcoming festival? 

Musical handshake 

Last week, flutist Carol Win- 
cenc graciously stepped in at short 
notice for soprano Renee Fleming. 
It was a disappointment for those 
of us looking forward to a first live 
encounter with one of today’s best 
voices and the chance to hear her 
in Lukas Foss’ Time Cycle. 


Foss still made an appearance, 
however, as Wincenc was playing 
a piece he wrote at her request. 
Renaissance Concerto for Flute 
and Orchestra has been described 
by Foss as “a handshake across the 
centuries,” and it is'just that — a 
pleasant diversion blending old 
and modern forms. The soloist 
played well, with expected charm 
and assurance. 

David Krehbiel, Principal 
Horn of the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony since 1972, is retiring this 
season, so he was given a solo out¬ 
ing in Mozart’s Horn Concerto 
No. 2 on the second half of the 
bill. His dexterity and full tone 
made a nice counterweight to the 
filigreed dance rhythms of the Re¬ 
naissance Concerto. Krehbiel is a 
good and steady musician who 
will be missed. 

The evening began with a 
raggedy reading of Beethoven’s 
Leonore Overture No. 3 that im¬ 
proved to a rousing conclusion. 
Still, pretty much everything else 
that night was swept away by the 
magnificent Berg, Three Pieces for 
Orchestra. 

MTT prefaced the perfor¬ 
mance with an overlong, but in¬ 
teresting personal commentary. 
Essentially, he wanted to increase 
our understanding by pointing 
out the Berg/Mahler connection. 

At the end of his fourth season, 
Tilson Thomas still shows a won¬ 
derful gift for removing the fear 
from modern music, and his in¬ 
sightful parallel between Berg’s 
virtual catalogue of Western music 
and Mahler’s all-embracing sym¬ 
phonic vision was illuminating. Y 


The MET Orchestra 

Showing off

he Metropolitan Opera Or¬ 
chestra, an ensemble with 
nothing left to prove, made a 
San Francisco Symphony-spon¬ 
sored return visit to Davies Hall 
May 18 under its Artistic Director, 
James Levine, and managed to 
show yet another side of its artistic 
personality. A broad-ranging pro¬ 
gram that included Rossini, 
Tchaikovsky and Ravel placed at its 
center the local premiere of Tan 
Dun’s Death and Fire: Dialogue with 
Paul Klee, a 30-minute, three-move¬ 
ment 1993 work which not only 
gave the orchestra its single greatest 
chance to show off, but counted as 
something of a revelation. 

In his 20-plus years at its helm, 
Levine has forged The MET Or¬ 
chestra a band second to none in 
this country and with few rivals in¬ 
ternationally. American orchestras 
are brave to present it in their home 
halls. Onstage and on the road, it 
has become something of a glam¬ 
our orchestra, attracting the world’s 
top soloists, and generally proving 
that it can do anything it wants. 

What it has not been, much, is a 
new-music ensemble — though it 
has shown itself unsurpassed in 
20th-century music from Berg to 
Britten by way of Gershwin and 
Weill. Probably the only people who 
would consider Death and Fire“ new 
music” were the few who left Davies 
during it. It’s a serious contempo¬ 
rary work for virtuoso orchestra (al¬ 
ready an odd if not recherche idea) 


that became a more gripping piece 
than it had previously seemed by 
virtue of Levine’s and the orchestra’s 
trenchant advocacy. 

The composer’s thoughts on 
the 1987 exhibition of Paul Klee 
paintings that inspired the work 
are less clear than the utterly capti¬ 
vating sound schemes he found as 
■the images’ cognates. Winds chirp 
like exotic birds. Massed muted 
strings emit a collective sound like 
that of a giant wooden flute. A clar¬ 
inet steals out of a low string pedal 
like the lark ascending. 

Yet these are not effects with¬ 
out causes, or sound without 
sense. Section leads seamlessly to 
section in what is nearly a narra¬ 
tive flow. The MET musicians, 
playing at the limits of their in¬ 
struments’ traditional capacities, 
and adding whispers, grunts, 
shouts and metered breaths, held 
the audience in thrall. 

Overwrought 

The Daphnis and Chloe Suite 
No. 2 of Ravel sounded distinctly 
overwrought in the wake of the 
intensely concentrated Death and 
Fire. Levine has a penchant for 
turning tone poems into sound 
spectaculars just because he can, 
but orchestral thrillseekers alone 
could not have loved this display. 

The solo vehicle was the 
Tchaikovsky Violin Concerto, 
originally to have featured Maxim 
Vengerov but substituting Vadim 
Repin upon Vengerov’s late can¬ 
cellation. While Repin showed 
none of Vengerov’s ability to get to

the marrow of a work, he had the 
Tchaikovsky’s surfaces polished to 
a high finish and tossed it off with 
breathtaking bravura. If the cen¬ 
tral Canzonetta was uncommonly 
inert, the brilliance of his playing 
in the flanking outer movements 
compensated handsomely. Still, 
what lingered in the memory was 
the orchestra, which delivered the 
score with the sense of nuance, 
detail and drama only their expe¬ 
rience with the Tchaikovsky op¬ 
eras could supply. 

The concert’s opener, the 
Overture to Rossini’s Semiramide, 
showed off the orchestra’s various 
sections admirably, and gave the 
strings their first of many oppor¬ 
tunities to bow in powerful uni¬ 
son, like a corps of Kirov swans in 
simulated, fiercely synchronized 
flight. The encores were a Sibelius 
“Waltz Triste” that showcased 
Levine’s predilection for tempos 
so slow they nearly stop, and a 
firestorm of an Act III Prelude 
from Wagner’s Lohengrin that 
toed the Levine Wagner line be¬ 
tween unsurpassed music-making 
and unbridled bad taste. The au¬ 
dience would have stayed for the 
whole act. ▼

• ncertainty excites me, 

1 baby,” beguiling Icelandic 
: diva Bjork proclaimed 
midway through her suitably sur¬ 
prising show last week at the 
Warfield, and the adoring, sold- 
out crowd couldn’t have agreed 
more. In an unpredictable, fre¬ 
quently enthralling performance, 
the postmodern pop princess ut¬ 
terly captivated a full house of 
fans who ate up her musical idio¬ 
syncrasies and rhapsodic singing. 
Blending drums and dreams, vio¬ 
lins and violence, girlish glee and 
temptress teasing, Bjork con¬ 
firmed her singular status as the 
Thoroughly Modern Millie of the 
tattooed-and-pierced set. 

Following her tenure as lead 
singer and star attraction of 
quirky, influential pop combo 
The Sugarcubes, Bjork struck out 
on her own five years ago with 
Debut, a brave melange of trip- 
hop beats, ambient atmospherics, 
and heavy grooves over which she 
wailed impressionistic love letters 
and twisted fairy tales. “Violently 
Happy,” the title of one of the 
album’s best songs, aptly describes 
Bjork’s penchant for oxymoronic 
oppositions and extreme emo¬ 
tional expressions. On Post and 
last year’s particularly rewarding 
Homogenic, Bjork has continued 
to blur stylistic boundaries, incor¬ 
porating lush orchestral'arrange¬ 
ments and otherworldly beats 
into her ambitious musical blend. 

In concert, Bjork deftly dupli¬ 
cated the complex soundscapes 
and extraordinary vocal gymnas¬ 
tics that characterize her strongest 
solo work. Accompanied by pro* 
grammer Mark Bell, who generat¬ 
ed inventive rhythm tracks from a 
bank of machinery, and by the 
classically-trained Icelandic String 
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1010 THE ALAMEDA 
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Octet, whose swooping arrange¬ 
ments provided dramatic contrast 
to Bell’s bombardment of elec- 
tronica effects, Bjork vividly 
brought to life her sonically 
strange stories of big-time sensu¬ 
ality. 

Wearing a short white dress af¬ 
fixed with accordion wings that 
made her look like an escaped 
aviary rarity, and made up with 
white paint on her forehead and 
the bridge of her nose, she was at 
once bafflingly beautiful and al¬ 
most defiantly odd. Theatrical, icy 
blue-green lighting illuminated 
Bjork as she pranced around the 
stage, her dancing prompted 
equally by Bell’s clanging cacoph¬ 
ony and the octet’s romantic, 
stately grandeur. 

Lifesavers 

Opening with “Headphones,” 
an ode to the life-saving potential 
of compilation tapes listened to 
late at night, Bjork’s well-paced 
90-minute set drew evenly from 
her solo CDs while eschewing her 
Sugarcubes material. From the 
predatory stalking of “Hunter” 
and the mythic explorations of 
“Isobel” to the bemused social ob¬ 
servations of “Human Behavior” 
and the delicate genderfuck ideal¬ 
ism of “Venus as a Boy,” Bjork let 
her voice run wild as strings and 
sequencers navigated her tricky 
melodies. “Pluto” and “5 Years,” in 
which she spit out the line, “I’m so 
bored with cowards,” were more 
jarring, stretching the limits of 
Bjork’s at times deliberately off- 
kilter caterwauling. 

On the gorgeous “Joga,” how¬ 
ever, she could do no wrong. Fac¬ 
ing “emotional landscapes,” and 
confessing that “a state of emer¬ 
gency is where I want to be,” 
Bjork’s voice soared all the way to

Reykjavik. Equally spellbinding 
was “Bachelorette,” a tragedy of 
obsessive love which sounds as if 
the ghosts of Ravel and Bartok 
were channeled by Massive Attack 
to produce a bittersweet sympho¬ 
ny of surreal seduction. 

In Freudian terms, Bjork is si¬ 
multaneously the id, ego, and 
superego of contemporary pop 
music. Transforming herself with¬ 
out warning from cute kitten to 
cunning vixen, often within the 
same song, she reveals multiple, 
conflicting aspects of her dynam¬ 
ic persona without resorting to 
cliche. As a performer she’s truly 
an original, matching the don’t- 
fuck-with-me immediacy of 
Sleater-Kinney’s Corin Tucker 
with the panache of Polly Jean 
Harvey and the revelry of Carmen 
Miranda. Like Sinatra, who just 
might have recognized her as a 
Liza for the ’90s, Bjork definitely 
does it her way. T

once had, it has lost none of the 
splendor and snarl, and his Lu¬ 
cifer-in-homosexual-panic still 
hits the mark. 

The performance floats ex¬ 
quisitely on the indomitable Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera Orchestra, con¬ 
ducted by Britten specialist 
Steuart Bedford. While his read¬ 
ing is anything but nervous, even 
in passages of haunting, almost 
unendurable beauty there’s a 
sense of foreboding and raw, ex¬ 
posed nerve. A sterling cast of 
supporting singers and the men of 
the Metropolitan Opera Chorus 
bring the host of smaller charac¬ 
ters to life with aching conviction, 
Paul Plishka’s growling saint of a 
Dansker chief among them. No 
wonder audiences get through 
this opera devoid of female voices 
without even noticing. 

Still viable 

Even with only one recording 
of the “standard” Billy Budd in the 
catalog, a recording of the still-vi¬ 
able first version was long over¬ 
due. Erato’s two-CD set, conduct¬ 
ed by the French-based Bay Area 
native Kent Nagano and drawn 
from live performances with the 
superb Halle Orchestra and Choir 
a year ago, is, like Billy himself, 
“handsomely done.” 

The first Budd is not radically 
different from its better-known 


successor — the comparisons 
with earlier and later versions of 
several Verdi masterpieces is valid 
— and careful home listeners 
aren’t likely to find it inferior. Of 
the music cut from the later ver¬ 
sion, the most striking is a passage 
of less than four minutes at the 
end of the old Act I, when the 
sailors sing a threnody to their 
beloved “Starry Vere,” and Billy, in 
an eerie descant, salutes the cap¬ 
tain with a prophetic “I’ll serve 
you. I’ll die for you.” 

Although it’s amply sinister, 
Nagano’s reading is characteristi¬ 
cally smoother and less neuras¬ 
thenic than Bedford’s — an inter¬ 
pretive slant that naturally affects 
his cast. As Billy, Thomas Hampson 
brings his usual suavity and Lieder- 
singer’s care with words to the part, 
and he creates a fuller character 
than is his norm in opera record¬ 
ings. But a brash, boyish seaman 
this cultivated singer is not. 

Similarly, the day’s other great 
Britten tenor, Anthony Rolfe- 
Johnson, is a better pensive, 
brooding Vere than the sharp seer 
into human nature (particularly 
his own), and Eric Flalfvarson’s 
Claggart accents the premeditated 
over the preoccupied in his Iago- 
like Claggart. They’re all valid in¬ 
terpretations, and specific to this 
understanding of the piece. 

Deciding on one version of 
Budd over the other could pose a 
dilemma almost as agonizing as 
Vere’s. Being fair to Billy may re¬ 
quire taking both sides. ▼

So long, farewell, adieu

; adda, yadda, yadda. In all 
the. hype over the series fi¬ 
ll nale of Seinfeld, the final 
episode of a truly groundbreaking 
series got lost in the glare of 
media overexposure. We are, of 
course, speaking about the end of 
Murphy Brown. Even if Candace 
Bergen were not a comedic ge¬ 
nius, even if the show didn’t co- 
star closet queen Lily Tomlin, 
even if there weren’t a stellar sup¬ 
porting cast including the mag¬ 
nificent Faith Ford, who will have 
her own sitcom come September, 
we would still miss this show that 
actually took risks before it was 
trendy. 

Bergen’s Murphy Brown was a 
recovering alcoholic when the 
show began a decade ago. She 12- 
stepped her way back into real life, 
a broadcast journalist fallen from 
the top of her game trying to 
make amends in the unforgiving 
political climate of Washington, 
DC. She screwed up her love life 
time and again. When she got 
pregnant accidentally at an age 
when most women are reading 
books on menopause, her deci¬ 
sion to have and keep the baby 
brought the wrath of then-Vice 
President Dan Quayle down on 
her. Can we ever forget the New 
York Daily News front-page head¬ 
line: “Veep to Murphy Brown: You 
Slut!” 

For months the media trum¬ 
peted Quayle’s charge that Mur¬ 
phy Brown (yes, a TV character 
— and you say the Clinton Ad¬ 
ministration has problems with 
reality?) and her profligate 
lifestyle provided a terrible exam¬ 
ple for the nation’s youth. As 
Quayle used the issue to flog De¬ 
mocrats and promote traditional 


family values, Bergen defended 
her TV character, saying Murphy 
did the responsible thing by 
choosing to raise the baby. 

This year, Murphy Brown took 
another giant step. Murphy went 
through diagnosis of breast can¬ 
cer, subsequent denial, surgery, 
lingering fear, chemotherapy, and 
massive hair loss. Bergen, 
one of the world’s most 
beautiful and chic 
women, played out 
the last year of her 
character’s TV life in a 
wig and knit caps. It 
was sobering, funny, 
ironic, and never 
morbid. Ellen 
got the press 
for ground¬ 
breaking, but 
divots were flying over at CBS 
sans media comment. Women 
kissing women is big news; 
women sick and dying remains 
too controversial to address. 

Fitting end 

So we will miss Murphy Brown 
and Bergen’s smart, acerbic, and 
deeply honest portrayal of a real 
woman. We will not, however, 
miss the irritating crew from Se¬ 
infeld. We cheered right along 
with the gallery of those who tes¬ 
tified at the trial in the series fi¬ 
nale. If ever there were a fitting 
end for Jerry, Kramer, George and 
Elaine, incarceration is it. If only 
we could send more TV charac¬ 
ters (and their creators) to prison. 

We find ourselves pondering 
why politicians never complained 
about the morality of the Seinfeld 
four. Arrogant, self-absorbed, self¬ 
ish (almost any adjective that be¬ 
gins with the prefix “self”) — 
these are the characters that pro¬ 
vide the most terrible role models 
for TV-watching youth, not Ellen 


and Murphy. The show about 
nothing was in fact a show about 
how badly people behave. The un- 
fab four were like Beavis and 
Butthead grown up; the perspec¬ 
tive Seinfeld gave on a generation 
was, from this vantage point, nei¬ 
ther amusing nor provocative, 
merely prosaic. Now if we could 
only send Friends to serve out 
their time... 

Over at last week’s 
, daytime Emmy 

awards, sentimental 
favorite for Best Ac¬ 
tress and gay fave 
Susan Lucci failed for 
the 17th time to win 
an Emmy. 

Anyone who 
has ever actu¬ 
ally seen her 
acting on All My Children can be 
astonished only that she has been 
nominated so many times. La 
Lucci looked soignee in a gor¬ 
geous silk sheath, however, and 
was her perennially gracious self 
as Cynthia Watros took home a 
well-deserved statue for her 
scenery-chewing portrayal of 
schemer Annie Dutton on Guid¬ 
ing Light. 

Star of the awards show was a 
badly dressed Oprah Winfrey, 
who received a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award (begging the question 
of what comes after, especially 
given she’s only 44). She tearfully 
accepted from Barbara Walters 
(dressed in a tres chic midnight 
blue theatre coat and pants suit) 
while explaining the importance 
of her work and how blessed she 
is to do it.

Month. I don’t know why 
i 1 ! — alliteration, maybe; 
perhaps this was former Surgeon 
General Joycelyn Elder’s last offi¬ 
cial act. In an effort to service my 
readers, I have spent the last sev¬ 
eral weeks working my fingers to 
the nub, performing an exhaus¬ 
tive and exhausting survey of the 
literature of self-gratification. I 
was simply unwilling to recom¬ 
mend any erotica that had not 
been road-tested by me personal¬ 
ly. If you see me on the street, I’m 
that very tired-looking dyke with 
a great big smile on my face. 

Erotica is one of those cate¬ 
gories that each of us defines dif¬ 
ferently. One person’s turn-on is 
another’s crashing bore. That may 
be why I prefer erotic fiction that 
has more going for it than mere 
sexual activity. I like to see credi¬ 
ble characters and good dialogue. 



(How many times can you read, 
“Oh god! Oh god! Oh god!” be¬ 
fore thinking, “Is that all there 
is?”) Humor is important, too, be¬ 
cause really is there anything ac¬ 
tion that humans perform that is 
more ridiculous than sex? 

Leslea Newman, who may just 
be the best editor going, has gath¬ 
ered an astonishing collection of 
lesbian stories that are as hot as 
anyone could wish, but are also 
much more. Pillow Talk is an ex¬ 
cellent anthology of lesbian short 
fiction which also happens to re¬ 
quire one-handed reading. 

If you are a baseball fan, atara’s 
“Play Ball!” will be especially en¬ 
tertaining. “Petal Sweat” is Susan 
Kan’s very funny story of an office 


fantasy that comes, as it were, to a 
surprising conclusion. The real- 
life distractions that can destroy or 
enhance fantasy are the subject of 
Judy MacLean’s wonderful tale of 
eros interruptus, “Come Friday,” 
which has changed my feelings 
about political activism forever. 
Newman includes her story 
“Showtime,” which is a remark¬ 
able exploration of the performa¬ 
tive as expressed in butch/femme. 
It is also flood-making hot. Whew. 

I am not terribly interested in 
the dildo as a sexual artifact, but 
the dildo stories in this collection 
are about so much more than the 
size of the strap-on that they en¬ 
tertained hugely. Sadomasochism 
is also a practice that I normally 
find distasteful, but Newman’s 
choices in that realm are minus 
the humiliation that seems to be 
de rigueur for the form. Pillow 
Talk is a richly fulfilling reminder 
of the joys of sex, one that amply 
rewards any efforts you make 
while reading. 

Short and sweet 

I’ve always defined a lesbian 
quickie as lasting only a couple of 
hours, so I didn’t imagine much 
getting-off potential in a collec¬ 
tion of short short fiction. I ought 
to have had more faith. Editor 
Karen X. Tulchinsky ( Love Ruins 
Everything) collects what she calls 
“snapshot fiction. A taste, a bite, a 
stolen glance.” Perhaps this is a re¬ 
flection of just how warmed up I 
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was after Pillow Talk, but I found 
the short shorts plenty long 
enough to please. 

Cecilia Tan’s “Love’s Year” cov¬ 
ers the complete calendar of a love 
affair in a few well-chosen and 
perfectly arranged phrases; “In 
October she declared it the season 
for indoor sports, and so I held 
her like a bowling ball, thumb in 
one hole, fingers in the other, and 
she ping ponged me from wistful 
to wanton and back again.” Laura 
Panter’s “Lobster Moon” will 
make you hungry for lots more 
than crustaceans. 

Tulchinsky’s own story, “Fa¬ 
mous Last Words,” is a wry look at 
the sometimes irresistible lure of 
straight women. I’ve lived in both 
cities, so the opening of Jess Wells’ 
“The Agent” spoke volumes: 
“There isn’t a New Yorker alive 
who would fault me for it, and 
San Franciscans might cut me 
some slack as well, but I have ac¬ 
tually fucked for real estate.” 
Leslea Newman has a story here 
which deals with the intertextual- 
ity of lesbian communities. I sus¬ 
pect it will make you laugh, at the 
very least with its recognition of 
the ways that lesbians share and 
recycle everything and everyone. 

Parched prose 

Of the three handbooks, if you 
will, Sex Spoken Here was the one 
that flunked the wet test as well as 
the readability review. It is not 
strictly lesbian, although I suspect 
its editors would see it as entirely 
queer, but the problem is less with 
the orientation of the stories than 
their less-than-sparkling prose. 
More problematic, prosaic is cer¬ 
tainly a word that describes the 
poems. 

The book comes from the 
Good Vibrations monthly Erotic 


Reading Circle. In her introduc¬ 
tion, Carol Queen ( Real Live Nude 
Girt) offers the book as “a slice of 
the lively, sexy, unpredictable Bay 
Area writing scene.” She goes on 
to say that “what many editors 
would cut out, we have chosen to 
leave in because we want Sex Spo¬ 
ken Here to reflect the circle our 
writers have created.” I take that to 
mean that the wide range of qual¬ 
ity, or lack thereof, was a deliber¬ 
ate choice. Perhaps the editors 
didn’t want to put too much pres¬ 
sure on the Reading Circle by sug¬ 
gesting that all of the pieces read 
there are polished, finished, worth 
reading.

The only story I can recom¬ 
mend is Simon Sheppard’s “After¬ 
life,” a wonderful re-creation of 
the hot, hunky days between 
Stonewall and the plague when 
gay men celebrated their sexuality 
by having lots of fabulous sex. His 
story reminded me of the tales my 
gay male friends shared about the 
myriad delights of the baths; 
Sheppard’s story made me long 
for those days, and the friends no 
longer alive. My great hope is that 
Sheppard’s heavenly tale is fact, 
not fiction. I’d love to believe that 
all of our friends are enjoying 
non-stop sex with gorgeous men. 
That story aside, however, I can 
find no reason for anyone to 
spend hard-earned lucre on this 
very disappointing volume. 

Happy Masturbation Month 
to you all, and to all, a good night, 
a good afternoon, a good time. 
Myself, I think I’ll take a nap, 
maybe read a little. What do you 
think? ▼

ers and Twirlers Needed.” 

The notice, written by Jon R. 
Sims, called for a convocation of 
players of all instruments, “re¬ 
gardless of whether they are 
marching instruments.” It also ap¬ 
pealed for baton-twirlers, espe¬ 
cially those with “at least a ‘rusty’ 
technique of finger twirls, flips, 
aerials, and rolls.” 

Anyone interested in marching 
and playing in the 1978 San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Freedom Day Parade 
was invited to the band’s first re¬ 
hearsal at the Trocadero Transfer, 
then one of the biggest discos in 
town. 

“He went out and plastered 
flyers all around,” says Louie of 
Sims, “just like Andy Hardy: ‘Let’s 
put on a show!”’ 

Sims would become the band’s 
drum major, flamboyant and 
“quite a twirler,” as Louie puts it. 
His legacy was to be not only the 
band, but the arts center that now 
bears his name. 

Louie can’t recall how well (or 
poorly) the band played at its first 
Pride parade, but remembers “the 
crowd, the roar. I’m reminded of 
that feeling every year when we 
turn that corner on Market Street 
to start off the parade.” 

Twenty years later, the band is 
still going strong, having become 
a queer community institution, 
almost taken for granted. It per¬ 
forms at countless fundraisers, 
and presents a regular Communi¬ 
ty Concert Series, as well as an an¬ 
nual Dance-Along Nutcracker™ 
each December. 

Radical act 

But back in 1978, says Louie, 
when Anita Bryant was stirring up

fears of gay bogeymen, and queer 
activists were fending off the no¬ 
torious, anti-gay Briggs Initiative, 
“there was a serious debate in the 
community, even about coming 
out. What the band was doing, 
going out in public without 
something covering their faces, 


was radical.” 

Soon gay and straight newspa¬ 
pers alike took notice of the band, 
occasionally publishing serious, 
even nitpicky reviews of each per¬ 
formance, as if the band were a 
symphony orchestra. 


At times, reviewers got nasty. 
The August 12,1980 National En¬ 
quirer , for instance, ran a full-page 
review of that year’s San Francis¬ 
co Gay Freedom Day Parade, 
headlined in screaming, bold 
type: “Sick! 50,000 Weirdos March 
in Revolting Parade of Perverts.” 

The vituperative piece blath¬ 
ered that “male baton twirlers — 
wearing brief boxer shorts, hard- 
hats, and construction worker 
boots — led the Gay Marching 
Band through the streets of the 
City by the Gay, performing vul¬ 
gar dances designed to turn the 
stomachs of the non-gay onlook¬ 
ers. But many in the crowd, also 
gay sickos, roared their approval 
of the disgusting exhibitions.” 

That was all before Louie came 
along to lead the group, now out¬ 
fitted with polyester uniforms and 
subject to little open opposition. 

“Actually, I’m a baby here,” 
says Louie, who became conduc¬ 
tor and artistic director of the 
band just over two years ago, 
after playing with the group for a 
year. “I look to some of our 
members to tell me if this is okay, 
or does that sound right. We have 
lots of folks who have been with 
us 10, 12, even 18 years who can 
tell me about all the things the 
band’s ever tried, and all the 
wheels that have ever been rein¬ 
vented.” 

Her pride in leading the First 
and most prominent gay march¬ 
ing band in the world owes in part 
to her love of “community 
music,” in which “everybody gets 
to play, so even if you have two 
trumpets and 5,000 clarinets, it’s 
the community band, so every¬ 
body gets a part.” 

In keeping with that spirit, the 
band never holds auditions. “The 
policy is to be open to as many 
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people as possible,” says Louie. “In 
fact, we’ve never been limited to 
gays and lesbians, it’s always been 
‘Don’t Ask, We Don’t Care.’” 

But some may ask, “Don’t you 
have any standards?” 

Well, yes, replies Louie. A cer¬ 
tain self-selection process works 
to ensure those who can’t read 
sheet music or play in tune drop 
out quickly. 

“First, I have to tell you,” laughs 
Louie, “marching and playing an 
instrument at the same time is 
quite physically challenging. I had 
to learn to do it when I joined this 
band. I still can’t do it right, which 
is why I stand in the middle where 
I can kind of hide.” ▼

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magazine, I find that it is ex¬ 
tremely focused on the single life 
rather than equally focused on 
married life. As a married gay 
male, I look for exciting ways to 
cook and decorate for my hus¬ 
band, and I find it an insult that 
to do this I need to purchase 
‘straight’ magazines that are tar¬ 
geted toward heterosexual 
women.” This hubby-pleaser even 
falls into the trap of suggesting a 
food feature (whereupon the 
slick’s editor promptly provides 
the page number for a new col¬ 
umn on food — how conve¬ 
nient!) “to help us married men 
feed our husbands.” We imagine 
the feeding part is especially tricky 
when it’s time to spoon the soup. 

This beleaguered letter-writer 
evidently feels that a recipe col¬ 
umn in his favorite gay in-flight 
magazine would help “prove that 
homosexuals, just like heterosex¬ 
uals, live very ordinary lives... 
No sir, you lead a very ordinary 
life. But we’re pleased you’re look¬ 
ing for ways to spice it up. We hear 
answering the door wearing noth¬ 
ing but a roll of Saran Wrap real¬ 
ly pleases hubby after a long day 
at work. 

Gentle Yentl? 

After two years as a high-pro¬ 
file curiosity on Castro Street, 
Ken Joachim’s Barbra 
Streisand Museum, “Hello Gor¬ 
geous!” closed its doors last Sun¬ 
day. In his overwrought press re¬ 
lease explaining the shutdown, 
Joachim explains: “I can no 
longer stand by and be a part of 
the hype, the manipulation of the 
public and press, and sadly even 
her fans, by Streisand and her 
people. It makes it difficult for 
me to respectfully own and oper¬ 
ate a dedicated public monu¬ 
ment honouring someone 
who[,] I have learned, is not very 
truthful or nice!” We hate to rain 
on your parade, Ken, but not 
even the most casual Streisand 
fan, not even the funny lady her¬ 
self, has ever damned La 
Streisand with the faint praise of

Don Juan’s 
reckless daughter 

At least we choose an iconic fe¬ 
male artist figure with our eyes 
wide open. We know that 
singer/songwriter Joni Mitchell 
is perhaps moderately craaazy, 
from an interview she gave an LA 
radio station recently in which she 
came off as part tortured artist, 
part the eccentric old cat lady 
down the street. 

Still, there we were barreling 
down the freeway to San Jose last 
week with our boyfriend Thing, 
like two whores in a rental car 
speeding to a spendy client. Our 
destination: the San Jose Arena, 
where Joni played a rare public 
concert, billed between bluesman 
Van Morrison and the immortal 
Bob Dylan in what was being re¬ 
ferred to as a “geezer tour.” 

We guess we qualify for that 
appellation, since we had last seen 
Joni in 1983 at an outdoor concert 
outside the Beltway. Thing was 
there, too, but we didn’t know 
each other then: probably a good 
thing, as we would have loathed 
each other. Now we think he’s the 
cat’s meow, even if he did think 
the ASL signer for the hearing- 
impaired at the concert was just a 
young man who gesticulated 
wildly. 

In San Jose, singing “Slouching 
Towards Bethlehem,” only Joni 
could have a hockey stadium full 
of people listening in rapt atten¬ 
tion to a lyric by William Butler 
Yeats. And when she sang from 
“Night Ride Home”: “I love the 
man beside me, we love the open 
road. No phones till Friday — far 
from the overkill, far from the 
overload,” she was singing exactly

Eye Contact by Michael Craft; 
Kensington, $21.95 

: n his debut mystery novel, the 
: erotically charged and sus¬ 
penseful Flight Dreams, Wis¬ 
consin author Michael Craft in¬ 
troduced Mark Manning, a re¬ 
porter for a major Chicago 
newspaper. In that novel, Man¬ 
ning comes out as a gay man, 
meets and falls in love with ar¬ 
chitect Neil Waite, and solves a 
mystery involving a disappeared 
heiress. 

In the second Mark Manning 
novel, which takes place two years 
later, he’s asked to investigate the 
death of a fellow reporter who 
was murdered shortly after inter¬ 
viewing Pavo Zarnik, an Eastern 
European scientist claiming to 
have discovered a tenth planet in 
our solar system. 

Although no scientist, Man¬ 
ning has his doubts about the au¬ 
thenticity of Zarnik’s discovery 
and the “proofs” he offers in sup¬ 
port of his claims. Manning’s in¬ 
vestigation is woven into a plot 


you 

that includes major millennium 
celebrations in Chicago, on which 
Neil is working far too many 
hours. The opening night cere¬ 
monies will end with the Presi¬ 
dent endorsing equal rights for 
gays and lesbians, after which 
laser beamed-pink triangles will 
flash across the evening sky. The 
title refers to the giant scientific 
equipment sitting on top of three 
Chicago highrises that will beam 


the pink triangles following the 
President’s speech. Their lenses 
resemble a huge, all-seeing eye. 
Naturally, the religious right is op¬ 
posed to this and plans a counter¬ 
demonstration. 

Things become further com¬ 
plicated when Manning finds 
himself attracted to his much 
younger journalist trainee, David 
Bosch, who reciprocates the feel¬ 
ings. Yet the torn Manning loves 


Neil and the life they have built 
together as a committed couple. 

Exposed 

Craft expertly balances these 
elements as Manning delves fur¬ 
ther into the murder. This is as 
much a suspense novel as a mys¬ 
tery, and towards the end the 
reader is racing through the 
pages, eager to find out what will 
happen next. Tension mounts as 


the plot unfolds and Craft deftly 
exposes and ridicules hypocritical 
evangelical Christian fundamen¬ 
talists and their homophobic 
agenda. 

The author writes in the third 
person, present tense, which gives 
the novel a cinematic quality. The 
reader visualizes the action and 
keeps turning the pages. Craft is 
also adept at creating erotic ten¬ 
sion and passion without being 


graphic. This eroticism 
crackles in key scenes in the 
novel, increasing the sus¬ 
pense enormously, keeping 
the reader gripped. 

Mark Manning remains 
an appealing character, 
honest, less than perfect, 
mature. As in Flight 
Dreams, it’s a pleasure to 
read in Eye Contact about 
adult gay men and women 
who are not burdened 
with guilt about their sex¬ 
ual orientation, who may 
be flawed, but who behave 
ethically and bravely, and 
have a sense of communi¬ 
ty, commitment, and responsibil¬ 
ity to themselves and others. Yet 
Craft shows the stress many pro¬ 
fessionals face in balancing their 
careers and personal lives, and 
how the two often intermingle 
with unexpected results. 

It’s also refreshing to contrast 
these characters with members of 
the religious right, whom Craft 
correctly recognizes as a major 
obstacle to legal recognition of 
our civil liberties. Eye Contact is 
both an entertaining read and a 
warning, delivered subtly, with no 
preaching, about the determina¬ 
tion of the well-funded and well- 


organized televangelicals, and 
their often faceless backers, to 
push gays and lesbians back into 
the closet while condemning us to 
eternal hellfire. 

Second novels frequently 
aren’t as good as the first, but this 
is not the case with Eye Contact. 
This one is even more suspenseful 
than the first book, and the recur¬ 
ring characters (Manning, Neil, 
their friend Roxanne Exner) have 
grown more likable, more com¬ 
plex, more human. Once again, 
I’m eagerly awaiting the next 
Mark Manning mystery. T

Car Maintenance, Explosives and 
Love and Other Contemporary 
Lesbian’ Writings, edited'by Susan 
Hawthorne, Cathie Dunsford and 
Susan Sayer; Spinifex, $14.95 

ar Maintenance... is the 
most satisfying and eclectic 
collection of short pieces 
I’ve read in a long time. Collected 
on the basis of the writer’s con¬ 
nection to Australia or New 
Zealand, the poems, plays, and 
short stories form a world view 
that is both familiar and alien, al¬ 
ways readable, often challenging, 
and that serves to remind us that 
we are connected to lesbians 
everywhere, even as we admit and 
celebrate our differences. 

Donna Jackson’s solo play 
which provides the title for the 
collection is a sometimes funny, 
sometimes sexy, ultimately dark 
look at new love, class differences, 
and high explosives. “Cars,” she 
explains, “are easier to deal with 
than people. You buy a car and 
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you have it. You don’t need to se¬ 
duce it or talk to it or admit any¬ 
thing.” Halfway through I found 
myself wishing that someone in 
the Bay Area would decide to pro¬ 
duce it. 

Gillian Hanscombe’s “Party” 
is an hysterically funny view of 
the lesbian nation which may be 
a dream but has the unmistak¬ 


able stamp of truth, as lesbians 
like Jeanette Winterson, Lillian 
Faderman, and lots of others 
gather. “The inevitable thing 
about lesbian parties is that some 
people are famous and others 
aren’t, depending on whose point 
of view it is, though all the points 
of view are different, and every¬ 
one is famous in some network 
or other.” Later at the party, 
“there was such a din from all the 
chat that hardly anyone noticed 
Mary Daly and some others lock 
Camille Paglia out. I’m sure she 
didn’t much mind. There are 
plenty of other parties she can go 
to.” 

I particularly enjoyed stories 
like Powhiri Rike-Heke’s 
“Atawhai” and its powerful explo¬ 
ration of difference to which, I 
suspect, all lesbians can relate. Lisa 
Bellear’s poem “Come Dancin’” 
playfully evokes the magic of the 
dance floor. Car Maintenance... is 
a thought-provoking, laughter-in¬ 
ducing, dynamite anthology, one 
you’ll enjoy reading and re-read¬ 
ing. Buy two, and share one with a 
friend. T

award-winner

' he 20th edition of Interna¬ 
tional Mr. Leather surpassed 
|| all expectations, with a 
record crowd estimated at 3,400 
on hand to witness Tony Mills of 
Miami Beach, Fla. become IML 
1998 May 24 at the Congress The¬ 
atre in Chicago. The first runner- 
up was Andrew Lennox of Sydney, 
Australia, and the second runner- 
up was Washington, D.C.’s Ed 
Ryder, representing Pittsburgh 
Leather Central. Mr. Mills is also 
Mr. Mid-Atlantic Leather; the 
6’2”, 230 lb. hunk received wild 
welcomes each time he ap¬ 
peared on stage. 

There were 62 contestants 
from around the world. 

The judges endured a 
grueling 13 hours inter¬ 
viewing them before 
their presentations to 
the public on Friday 
night, May 22, after 
they pulled their 
order-of-appearance 
numbers. On Satur¬ 
day night, all 62 ap¬ 
peared in jock attire for scoring; 
those tallies were combined with 
their interview scores to deter¬ 
mine the 20 semifinalists named 
on Sunday night: Tony Mills, An¬

The contest itself opened with 
the performance of The Leather 
Anthem, “Our Common Heart¬ 
beat,” written and composed by 
Gary Aldrich. The composer, his 
lover, Kevin Tyrell, and Joe Ricci 
were backed by the Chicago Gay 
Men’s Chorus. The anthem was 
met with thunderous applause. 

Immediately following that, 
emcee Frank Nowicki got the 
show rolling and did a superb job 
handling the whole extravaganza. 
After founder and executive pro¬ 
ducer Chuck Renslow greeted the 
audience, the judges were intro¬ 
duced by Chief Judge Thom 
Dombkowski with apropos vi¬ 
gnettes about each. Then the 62 
contestants were introduced. 
Of course, everyone had their 
favorite(s), but every 
time Tony Mills hit the 
boards, the crowd had a 
collective orgasm! 

Speeches and 

physique appearances 
were alternated, and 
after the first inter¬ 
mission, the show re¬ 
opened with the 
Righteously Outrageous Twirling 
Corps (ROTC), who outdid 
themselves with their precision 
performance. This was followed 
by the naming of the 20 semifi¬ 
nalists. During the second inter¬ 
mission, a video presentation, In 
God We Trust, In Leather We Lust, 
was shown; the rest of the speech 
and physique appearances fol¬ 
lowed.

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Rob Halford's 'Voyeurs' 

Middle-aged 
gay metalhead

H - x-Judas Priest singer Rob 
Halford’s sexual orientation 
has been called one of rock 
‘n’ roll’s worst-kept secrets. Any¬ 
one who ever saw him take the 
stage at a Judas Priest concert 
straddling a Harley and looking 
like a finalist in the San Francisco 
Leather Daddy’s Boy competition 
had no doubt that Halford was a 
big ol’ fag. And yet the singer re¬ 
cently found it necessary to for¬ 
mally announce his homosexual¬ 
ity in an overblown MTV inter¬ 
view and Advocate cover story, 
both timed, not coincidentally, 
with the release of Voyeurs, the 
debut album from his new band 
Two. 

Two is Halford’s second band 
since leaving the hugely successful 
heavy-metal act Judas Priest in 
1992. His first band, Fight, was 
met with indifference a few years 
back, and Two, which is being 
mentioned as an afterthought in 
all the coming-out press, isn’t like¬ 
ly to fare much better. The main 
problem with Halford’s latest pro¬ 
ject is that the 47-year-old singer 
seems a little too intent on prov¬ 
ing to us what a hip, late-’90s kind 
of guy he is. First there’s the 
Goth/modern primitive makeover 
he got — all eyeliner, tattoos, and 
dyed-black facial hair. Then 
there’s Two’s music, much of 
which sounds like it was com¬ 


posed using Nine Inch Nail’s Pret¬ 
ty Hate Machine and The Down¬ 
ward Spiral as songwriting blue¬ 
prints. 

It’s no surprise, then, that Nine 
Inch Nails frontman Trent Reznor 
executive produced Voyeurs and 
released the CD on his Nothing 
Records label. Voyeurs sticks fairly 
close to the industrial-rock for¬ 
mula pioneered by artists like 
Reznor and Ministry’s A1 Jour- 
gensen more than a decade ago — 
quiet verse/shouted chorus, thud¬ 
ding drum machines, and layers 
of whirring, rattling electronic ef¬ 
fects. Lyrically, Two also bears 
more than a passing resemblance 
to Nine Inch Nails, especially on 
tracks like “Stutter Kiss,” where 
Halford sounds as if he’s trying to 
out-angst Reznor: “I don’t heart/I 
don’t see/I don’t feel/I don’t 
need/I don’t care.” 

Disco-friendly 

When Halford isn’t aping 
Trent, he’s much more successful. 
Bright, poppy, and even danceable 
tracks like “Deep in the Ground,” 
“Hey, Sha La La,” and “Wake Up” 
sound fresher than anything else- 
on the album. The songs are bold 
moves for Halford, who’s likely to 
alienate any remaining Head- 
banger’s Ball-era fans with these 
gay-disco-friendly cuts. 

Too bad a solid, melodic tune 
like “Hey, Sha La La” is hampered 
by lyrics that, while intended to be 
dark and cryptic, are merely

laughable: “If you’re walking and 
you stumble/You don’t have to 
cry/When you lose your keys and 
fumble/I just want to die.” Halford 
sings that bullshit with such 
hushed intensity that you can al¬ 
most kid yourself into believing 
it’s credible verse. Throughout the 
CD, Halford elevates often lame 
lyrics with the conviction and 
awesome lung-power of his vo¬ 
cals, whether he’s sounding giddy 
and boyish, as on “Wake Up,” or 
letting loose with some old-fash¬ 
ioned rock ‘n’ roll belting, as on 
“Bed of Rust.” 

Even at its best, Voyeurs seems 
forced. Whether it’s Linda Ron- 
stadt going New Wave or R.E.M. 
going grunge, there’s always 
something a bit sad and desperate 
about veteran performers dab¬ 
bling in a genre that’s clearly un¬ 
suited to them, in an effort to keep 
up with changing musical tastes. 
It’s as if Halford asked himself if 
he had a less embarrassing future 
as a middle-aged metalhead or a 
middle-aged industrial-rocker. 
I’m not sure he made the right 
choice. ▼

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Interview with SONiA 

Sweet enough 


to eat 

by Gregg Shapiro 


S ONiA (Rutstein), best 
known as the lead singer of 
the folk-pop outfit disap¬ 
pear fear, may be the latest of the 
queer community’s best-kept se¬ 
crets to cross over to mainstream 
success. After almost ten years as 
a member of a band, SONiA (her 
spelling, see below) has released 
her first solo disc, the scrump¬ 
tious Almost Chocolate 
(Philo/Rounder). 

I know I’m in the minority 
where disappear fear is con¬ 
cerned, because I never really un¬ 
derstood what all the fuss was 
about. Whatever it is that SONiA 
has done differently on her solo 
disc has done the trick for me. 
Songs such as the outrageously 
catchy “Two Eggs Over Easy” and 
“Failin’,” my two favorites on the 
album, are the most appealing 
and potentially commercial pieces 
of music she has ever written. 
“November or Nothing” and “Is 
This Evolution” are also excep¬ 
tional, and offer further insight 
into the way that SONiA’s creative 
and complicated mind works. 

For a more in-depth look at 
SONiA, I spoke with SONiA at 
the mid-point of her current 
multi-city tour. 

Gregg Shapiro: I want to begin by 
congratulating you and your 
band, disappear fear, on recently 
winning the GLAMA in the band 
category. Tell me about your re¬ 
action that night, and how you 
have felt since then. 

SONiA: Well, the night was very 
fun. It was a big surprise to me [to 
win]. I thought [the winners] 
were going to be The Murmurs or 
Luscious Jackson, probably in that 
order [laughs]. That was really 
cool. It was thrilling to meet k.d. 
[lang]. I’m a big fan of hers. The 
night was wonderful, it was bril¬ 
liant. I loved it. It was full of 
champagne and good times. 

How do you see the distinction be¬ 
tween the work you've done with 
disappear fear and your new solo 
album Almost Chocolate? 

Almost Chocolate gave me the op¬ 
portunity to play a lot of different 
instruments, really do anything I 
wanted, as opposed to the last two 
albums. One was with studio mu¬ 
sicians, and my last one was, of 
course, with my band. While I 
could play all the instruments in 
my band, it’s a lot more fun if you 
let the musicians themselves play, 
because they usually play it best. 
They get to create their signature 
performance, which was really the 
idea of the album Seed In The Sa¬ 
hara. [Winning the] GLAMA real¬ 
ly justified that effort on my part. 

There are two songs on Almost 
Chocolate , "Is This Evolution" 
and "13 (I don't care about the 
money)," where you sing about 
being the age of thirteen. Was 
that a particularly important pe¬ 
riod of your life? 

I think so. It was shortly after that 
I realized that I was gay. I thought 
that I had hit a wall. I had been 
very extroverted. Up until that 
point of my life I was class presi-

dent, and lead in the [school] play, 
and all of that. When I realized I 
was gay, I retreated into myself 
and my guitar. My guitar was the 
only “person” I confided in. Occa¬ 
sionally, my sister Cindy. But 
mostly my guitar. 

Are the songs that could be inter¬ 
preted as love songs (such as 
"Failin'," "You," and "Play The 
Fool") addressed to any one per¬ 
son in particular? 

They’re definitely love songs, and 
it’s mostly one person. There is 
artistic license there, which I take 
full advantage of. 

You record for Philo, a long-es¬ 
tablished independent record 
label, distributed by Rounder. 
Other female acoustic- (or folk-, 
if you prefer) identified artists 
such as Catie Curtis, Dar 
Williams, and Toshi Reagon also 
record for indie labels, Guardian, 
Razor & Tie, and Smithsonian 
Folkways, respectively. What kind 
of a message do you think the 
major labels are sending when 
our most valuable female folk 
performers are either recording 
for lesser-known labels or, as in 
the case of Ann Reed and Ani 
DiFranco, forced to start their 
own labels so that their music 
gets heard? 

I think that the message they’re 
sending is that they’re not inter¬ 
ested in selling that [laughs]. 
Maybe we, as singer/songwriters, 
are facing the same thing that 
Ellen [DeGeneres] is facing, being 
canceled. Maybe they feel like it’s 
not something they can get be¬ 
hind. I certainly would like to 
break through. 

First there was Phranc, then 
Betty, and now SONiA. Would 
you care to address the subject of 
the blending of both Jewish and 
queer sensibilities in your music? 

I think there are some similarities 
[in those communities] in the 
world that we live in. That is, 
they’re both minorities, and as mi¬ 
norities, there are a lot assump¬ 
tions [made by the majority] that 
you’re not Jewish or you’re not les¬ 
bian. But I’m both. 

If this is a silly question, please 
say so, but could you please ex¬ 
plain the use of upper- and lower¬ 
case letters in your name? 

It’s a visual thing. I think it looks 
good. It’s the way I wrote it when I 
first wrote my name. I sort of styl¬ 
ized it then and thought it looked 
cool. So I went back to it. T
